and  food  to  irritability.  Fifty  years  hare  not  olearea  away 
the  smoke  that  madb  the  ayes  of  French  pride  smart  when 
the  Prussian  garriaou  of  Paris  blew  up  the  bridge  oYor  the 
Seine,  buQt  of  the  cannon  taken  at  Jena.  Insult  effsoed 
by  insult  and  bitterness  of  spirit  festering  as  the  result  in 
a  great  people’s  heart  are  among  the  s^est  things  in 
history.  But  there  they  are,  a^  it  is  childish  or  hypo¬ 
critical  to  pretend  not  to  know  that  they  are  there.  The 
Minister  of  War  bai  issued  a  Beport  of  an  Imperial  Com¬ 
mission,  which,  in  substanoe,  recommends  that  the  muster- 
roll  of  the  regular  French  army  should  be  raised  from 
720,000  to  800,000  men,  and  that  a  National  Guard, 
capable  of  being  mobilized,  of  300,000,  should  forthwith 
be  enrolled.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  decree  that 
twelve  months  henoe  380,000  additional  arms  of  pre¬ 
cision  shall  be  available  for  whatever  uses  the  irre¬ 
sponsible  Government  of  Franoe  may  think  fit.  There  is 
no  military  or  financial  hindranoe,  that  we  know  of,  to  the 
execution  of  the  project;  and  so  long  as  the  credulity  of 
the  frugal,  saving,  and  investiog  middle  classes  of  Franoe 
enables  II.  Fould  to  appropriate  under  the  name  of  loans 
any  amount  of  money  that  may  be  requisite  for  the  war 
budget,  it  is  idle  to  talk  of  financial  impediments  in  the 
way.  The  return  of  the  troops  from  Mexico  and  Borne 
will  further  increase  the  available  forces  of  the  Emperor  in 
Franoe  by  40,000  veterans;  and  the  squadron  that  for  the 
last  three  years  has  of  neoeasity  been  maintained  off  Vera 
Cruz  will  heneeforth  float  in  European  .waters.  Far 
from  satisfying  popular  feeling,  these  augmentations 
of  force  by  sea  and  land  are  received  with  scoffs  and 
sneers  as  audible  as  police  r^ulations  will  permit.  Half 
the  troops  of  the  Lue  are  to  be  kept  as  an  army  of 
reserve,  one  moieW  only  being  actually  in  garrison  or 
depot  A  National  GnaM  has  always  bmn  looked  upon 
ra^er  as  a  political  than  a  military  power ;  and  its  history 
has  no  doubt  been  rather  one  of  ^temato  triumph  and 
defoat  in  struggles  with  the  Government  of  the  day  than 
in  oonteets  with  foreign  foes.  We  may  be  quite  suns, 
indeed,  that  if  any  considerable  body  of  men  are  really 
called  into  axistenoe  under  the  old  popular  name,  tiiey 
will  be  organised  for  very  difGirent  wars  and  in  a  very 
different  manner.  Plainly  enough  the  present  idea  is  to  have 
them  ready  as  a  second  reserve  in  case  of  disaster  abroad, 
u  a  third  line  of  defenoe  should  the  firantier  ever  again 
be  crossed  by  the  German,  such  a  line  as,  it  will  be  arg^, 
might  have  enabled  Kapolson  1.  to  drive  the  invaders  hack 
during  the  campaign  of- the  Meuse.  But  it  is  not  of  defenoe 
that  Franoe  or  her  Emperor  are  really  thinking.  It  is  the 
re-vindioati<m  of  territory  once  French  that  lies  between 
the  Scheldt  and  the  Bhine,  or  the  reeovery  of  some  portion 
of  it.  It  is  no  use  shutting  our  eyes  to  the  driftidgs  and 
tendencies  of  things.  With  all  his  self-adequacy  and 
self-poea^on  no  man  has  ever  steered  his  course  more 
steadily  in  the  mid-stream  of  opinion  than  Napoleon  III. 
It  is  thus  that  he  has  hitherto  avoided  reefli  and  shoals ; 
and  whatever  old  diplomatic  charts  and  recent  diplomatic 
flourishes  may  indicate  to  the  contrary,  to  this  policy  of 
pilotage  he  will  undoubtedly  adhere.

But  the 
calumny  then  rests  with  him,  the  Bishop,  who  has  to 
answer  to  a  whole  congregation  for  having  described  them 
as  infidels.  We  know  very  well  that  nobody  believes 
the  imputation,  but  that  does  not  excuse  the  spirit  in 
which  it  was  uttered,  and  still  less  the  spirit  in  whi^ 
was  refused  the  only  satisfaction  of  tracing  the  mali^ant 
lie  to  its  author. 

Infidel  is  the  name  which  too  many  of  the  clergy  give 
to  any  one  they  do  not  like,  without  l^ing  able  to  show 
reasonable  cause  for  their  displeasure.  The  Natal  congre¬ 
gation  were  called  infidel  not  for  any  want  of  faith,  but 
because  they  had  good  and  true  faith  in  their  Bishop. 

But  it  should  oonoem  Convooation  more  than  any  other 
body  or  person  to  consider  how  its  oharaoter,  such  as  it  is, 
will  be  affsoted,  by  making  it  a  aanotuary  for  malignant 
falsehood.

THE  rOBBIGN  OFFICE. 

A  change  has  been  caused  in  the  Foreign  Office  by  the 
death  of  &e  chief  clerk,  who  had  occupied  that  post  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and  had  served  more  than 
half  a  centnry  in  the  office.  Loiri  Stanley  has  availed  him¬ 
self  of  the  occasion  to  make  a  new  distribution  of  parts, 
and  strengthen  the  oommeroial  department  of  the  ollloe, 
giving  the  new  plaoe  and  title  of  SuperintendMit  of  the 
Conuneroial  and  Consular  Department  to  one  of  the  oldest 
clerks,  Mr  Spring  Bice,  and  appointing  the  next  on  the 
list,  Mr  Alston,  to  be  chief  clerk. 

To  Lord  damndon  the  credit  is  due  of  having  consider¬ 
ably  extended  the  work  of  our  embassiss  in  the  direction 
of  oommeroe,  by  ordering  the  periodical  preparation  of  com¬ 
mercial  reports  bv  the  secretaries.  The  oommeroial  depart¬ 
ment,  more  lately  established  in  the  Foreign  Office  in 
oonsequenoe  of  Mr  W.  E.  Forster’s  parliamentary  agitati<m, 
has  hitherto,  so  far  as  we  know,  had  little  praotioal  result, 
and  has  bem  hardly  more  than  a  nominal  oonossaion  to 
the  member  for  Bradford.  The  step  now  taken  by  Lord 
Stanley  inspires  hope ;  he  has  dona  well  to  ooosbine  the 
supervision  of  our  consular  system  with  the  oommeroial 
department,  and  all  we  hew  of  the  newly-appointed  super¬ 
intendent  l^s  to  the  beliof  that  ha  has  put  the  right  man 
in  the  right  plaoe.  An  earnest  and  inteUigtnt  rsformer 
will  find  much  that  needs  amendment  in  our  oonsular 
service.  Lord  Stanley’s  adoption,  when  he  presided  at  the 
India  Office,  of  the  plan  of  open  oompetitioa  for  olerkships 
proved  him  supmior  to  class  prejudiM  and  interests,  and 
selfish  considerations,  as  adminutrator  of  a  departmenL 
As  to  the  oommeroial  reports  of  consuls,  they,  as  well  as 
the  similar  reports  of  seoretaries  of  embassy  introduced  by 
Lord  Clarendon,  require  an  effective  supervision  which, 
we  hope,  may  now  ^  given. 

It  hiM  been  our  business  for  some  time  past  to  read  these 
reports,  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  for  the  use 
of  the  public  they  should  be  compressed  and  systematixed, 
in  plaoe  of  the  present  inconsequent  and  undigested 
I  publications  in  Blue-books  hardly  seen  beyond  the  Bo^ 
of  Trade  and  a  few  oommeroial  houses,  ^e  secretaries’ 
reports  are  very  unequal  in  merit;  some  are  very  able, 
ot^rs  are  mere  makeshifts.  No  control  appears  to  be 
exercised  over  the  seoretaries,  and  whatever  they  send 
seems,  as  a  matter  of  course,  to  be  printed.  From  some 
countries  and  consulates  we  get  no  reports  at  all, 
or  they  are  few  and  far  between.  Lord  Clarendon’s 
instructions  regulated  that  the  reports  of  the  secretaries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  ambassador  or  minister,  and 
that  they  should  be  forwarded  by  the  minister  with  observa¬ 
tions  of  his  own.  This  part  of  the  arrangement  seems  to 
have  been  entirely  ignored,  and  either  ministers  have 
abdicated  their  fonotionsor  secretaries  usurped  an  improper 
independence.  It  is  clear  that  the  ambassador  or  the 
minister  is  the  person  to  whom  the  Foreign  Office  should 
look,  and  that  what  is  done  by  the  secretaries  should  be  done 
with  bis  aid  and  under  his  supervision.  The  evidence  given 
before  the  Diplomatic  Service  Committee,  which  sat  a  few 
years  since,  disclosed  a  good  deal  of  dissatisfaction  of  our 
ambassadors  and  envoys  as  to  tbeir  little  power  of  control 
over  seoretaries  and  consuls.  It  has  been  said  that  Lord 
Clarendon  provided  this  speeial  work  for  the  seoretaries  of 
embassy  in  order  to  give  them  something  to  do ;  but  a 
proper  constitution  ef  the  diplomalto  service  should  find 
tiiem  oooupation  under  the  control  and  aooording  to  the 
needs  of  their  ohiefe,  and  should  certainly  not  recognize  or 


THE  BISHOP  OF  OXFORD  AND  THE  NATAL

In  Convooation -the  Bishop  of  Oxford  states  upon  the 
authority  of  a  clergyman  of  Natal,  well  known  to  him, 
that  almost  all  of  the  considerable  number  who  flock  to 
bear  Dr  Colenso  are  professed  infidels,  who  go  not  to 
worship  but  from  curiosity,  while  the  whole  body  of  the 
faithful  adhere  to  the  Dean.

oonfidenoe  that  the  Bishop’s  sense  of  justice  and  fair  play 


kop’s  sense  of  justice  and  fair  play 
will  overcome  any  reluctance  to  reveal  the  name  of  a 
oorrespondent  whose  statements  have  been  used  by  the 
Bishop  publicly  to  soandalixe  the  applicants. 

To  this  the  Bishop,  through  his  secretary  and  appointed 
eulogist,  Mr  Davenport,  replies  that  the  Bishop  deolinM  to 
enter  into  any  discussion  outside  of  Convocation  as  to  what 
passed  in  Cpnvooatfon*  He  was  not  asked  to  enter  ioto  any 
discussion,  but  aiapiply  to  give  his  authority  for  a  calumny. 
The  Bishop  lately  took  great  credit  to  himself  for  bringing 
to  light  all  the  partteulars*  of  a  fact  imperfectly  and  invi- 
dionriy  stated  by  Mr  Bright.  The  Bishop,  then  full  of  zeal 
for  Royal  Winder  and  the  great  folks  of  the  neighbourhood, 
obtained  firom  Mr  Bright’s  informant  a  full  explanation, 
which  showed  that  there  was  no  ease  of  want  of  means  of 
education,  but  Bim{d^  the  resolution  not  to  profit  by  the 
means.

There 
waa  blood  oa  the  bedtich  in  apota,  mad  blood  and  mucus  on 
a  pillow  found  haaide  the  faoe  of  the  deceased. 

He  had,  in  the  opinion  of  Dr  Parker,  not  died  firom  apoplexj,  or 
epilepay,  er  heart  diaeese,  or  tmgim  peetoru.  In  bis  opinion  the  clot 
of  Uaeo  and  eatreyaaetioo  of  blood  oo  the  neck  had  been  censed  bj  § 
fins  gran  on  the  meek,  or  hj  a  blaw,  and  the  appeerancee  an  the 
pillow  aau  bed  were  produced  bp  placing  the  pillow  over  the  old  man’s 
iDoatb.  In  hia  jadgmant  tba  death  af  the  old  man  was  oanaed  partly 
by  a^angaletiaa  tad  partb  by  smetbering.  This  wonld  aacaani  for 
the  protroded  tongue,  for  the  clot  of  blood  io  the  aaolc,  for  the  spoitipg 
of  bloody  apparently  from  tlie  poea,  and  for  tfre  appeasaaoee  an  the 
pillpw.  These  appearancea  ware  all  oonsiitaot  vhb  a  eioieat  death  in 
the  txtanner  be  oonobWed.  and  ware  jncomistent  with  a  oatoral  dUth, 
or  with  death  from  any  disease.

And  no  doubt 
tho  reformatofiaa  arq  go^  for  gfsod  disposiuoas,  but  it  is 
not  with  good  dispositiou  that  magistrates  hare  to  deal. 
We  shall  (old  they  are  good  for  such  aa  are  not  Incor- 
rigihle,  which  is  like  telling  us  that  a  hospital  is  good  for 
patients  not  very  ill;  but  the  question  still  remains  of 
means  to  the  end,  and  in  the  insUnce  before  us  the  magis¬ 
trate  thought  the  prison  and  the  treadmill  were  more  likely 
to  give  a  lesson  to  a  young  miscreant  than  tlfo  gentle 
system  Trbfob  4ke*  .the  OrVon  of  the  Sttoceta  it  larMy 
•ahieves.  Behevolende  is  foe  the  trial,  aad  it  m  quite 
right,  but  not  less  right  ia  the  magistrate  who  declinea  the 
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•  xperiment  where  he  hgs  no  reason  to  expect  success,  and 
who  prefers  the  other  experiment  of  sharp  punishment. 
As  for  the  reformatory,  it  has  got  to  be  considered  a  boon, 
and  the  poor  woman  whose  life  had  been  attempted  by  hsr 
son  craved  the  grace  of  it  for  the  reprobate^  Thn  favour 
was  pr^erly  refused,  but  we  may  expect  to  see  a  candL 
dpture  for  the  reformatory,  tha  quali^tfoa  Mng  sralL 
regulafoU  Sl^  txoapasae8,-.ra  gmdUB  (o  a  place  of  iustmci* 
(ion  with  mild  (ra^Umeut  and  oomfort,  aovelad  by  parents 
for  troublesoma  okildran,  who  would  have  no  such  durable 
advantages  without  a  braaoh  of  law  ooustituting  the 
eligibility.

Adopting  tha  almost  unanimous  recomavandatiop  af  tha 
Sanatovi  la  reoommaudation  aoaompaaled  by  a  distinct 
expresiipa  of  assant  to  the  exclusion  of  Mr  MartiDoau — 
tba  CouBoil  ha*  appointed  Mr  O.  Groom  Robertson  to  the 
ohair  of  Moral  Philosophy  and  Logie  at  University  College. 
Mr  Robertson  is  but  two  years  older  than  Professor  De 
Morgan  was  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  we  can  hope 
for  nim  nothing  better  than  that  he  will  at  thoroughly 
justify  the  expectation  founded  on  the  quality  and  temper 
of  bis  work  at  starting,  and  his  self-devotion  to  an  arduous 
career.  The  requisition  of  soma  Proprietors  of  the  Collage 
for  a  special  meeting  of  their  body  to  diaouss  the  appoint- 
maut  to  this  Professorship  has,  it  appears,  been  so  for 
entertained  as  to  be  made  the  eubjeot  of  reforence  for  an 
opinion  to  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  upon  the 
question  whether  the  Council  has  any  power  to  call  such 
a  meeting.  But  if  the  meeting  could  be  called  it  could 
reimlve  nothing  upon  a  matter  of  this  kind,  for  the 
constitution  of  the  College  oarefully  and  very  neoeesarily 
limit#  interferenoe  of  the  general  body  of  proprietors  to 
bye-laws  and  questions  of  inoome  and  expenditure. 

We  have  no  more  to  say  upon  the  matter.  Eealons 
friends  of  the  disappointed  eandidates  will,  no  doubt,  con¬ 
tinue  to  express  resentment.  The  men  who  are  angry 
are  men  whom  we  respect.  We  have  shown  why  we 
think  that  such  a  question  as  has  here  been  raised  can 
honestly  divide  liberal  opinion,  and  do  not  feel  justified  in 
impu^g  bad  motives  to  those  who  differ  from  us.  In  a 
question  where  such  argument  has  been  raised  as  that 
University  College  might  be  called  an  **  engine  used  by  a 
**  little  knot  of  materislistio  thinkers  to  spread  a  philoso- 

phieal  oreed  before  which  every  religious  opinion  that 

England  holds  sacred  would  wither  and  dcoay,”  tlm 
pasaiog  thought  might  well  arise  in  us  that  if  this 
IS  to  he  the  spirit  of  disensstoa  over  an  appointment 
(o  it,  University  College  v  oulfi  bo  better  without  a  ohair  of 
Mental  Philosophy,  An  able  oontemporary  Ba3ra  that  it 
ha#  seen  nothing  of  this  hi  ..er  thaologio  hate.  We  eavy 
jt  the  seleotness  of  its  lead  ag.  But  to  say  that  pur  con¬ 
temporary  ia  tha  S^tutor  ia  to  admit  that  ita  own  pages 
are  free  from  it  Though  there  are  no  quarrels  so  hot 
theee  between  friends,  we  are  happy  to  remember  alw 
that  there  are  none  so  evaDesoeot.  But  in  this  matter 
the  sense  of  imtatioo  really  is  all  on  one  side,  and  aan« 
fined  on  that  side  to  a  few  generous  and  clever  men  hearty 
in  aid  of  a  friend  whom  they  know  to  have«^roaiikrovevstal 
tbeolagian  though  be  be— -aomo  rare  asd  admirable  qualities 
which  would  have  been  serviceable  in  the  office  that  he 
sought 

Our  contemporary  says  that  geoefal  breadth  of  ouUurq 
strengthens  a  man  in  his  special  acquirement  We  me 
most  sure  of  that  Our  argument  was  of  oontrovaraial 
theology,  which  ia  disturbing  and  engrouing,  and  of  wbieh 
the  notorious  effect  on  the  majority  of  minds  .ia  narrowing. 
Every  faculty  of  a  mind  is  sUenglhened  by  religion,  and 
every  subjeet  of  knowledge  has  innumerabla  relations  with 
aurroundiog  thinga.  Tha  true  student  must  mot  onlv  have 
foith  iu  God,  but  also  look  widely  abroad  to  study  his  own 
subjeet  %*  situ.  Unless  he  do  so,  he  is  no  more  at  (he  best 
than  a  had  clay  image  of  a  living  scholar.  But  still,  if  ha 
would  eACel  greatly,  be  must  be  content  so  to  make  one 
subject  the  study  of  his  short  life,  that  bo  shall,  both 
choose  and  conduct  hia  wider  explorationa  with  a  special 
referenoe  to  ita  requiramento.  Thus  understood,  it  is  moat 
true  that  he  must  have  a  fair  knowledge  of  many  things 
who  would  know  much  of  one. 

Perhaps  we  have  not  given  controversial  theology  its  due. 
But  our  oontemporary  himself  forgets  the  language  of  one 
hook  that  should  lie  at  the  basis  of  it,  when  of  opr  saying 
that  a  teacher  of  a  secular  subject  was  by  so  much  the 
weaker  for  devoting  twenty-five,  thirty,  or  fifty  ptf  eaot. 
of  bis  attention  to  controversial  theology,  he  thiaks  it  worth 
while  to  carp  at  tha  aritbmetioal  precision.”  What 
would  a  oritio  in  this  mood  say  of  Him  who,  io  the  parable 
of  tha  sower,  told  that  the  seed  which  fell  into  good  ground 
**  brought  forth  fruit,  some  an  hundredfold,  some  sixty  fold, 
**  some  thirtyfold.''  Our  oontemporary  wattes  also  some 
space  in  occasional  passages  of  riaicule  directed  at  a  phrase 
drawn  from  a  well-known  paraage  in  one  of  the  greatest 
English  poets,  which  he  has  mlsukeo  for  a  vulgarism  of 
our  Qwn.  ” '  Bolting  theologio  bran,'  such  is  the  alegaut 
language  applied  by  the  Emamiim,  Ao.”  It  was  Chaucer 
who  said  of  a  question  of  theology— 

But  I  Qe  can  not  boult  it  to  the  bven 
At  oaa  the  holy  dectour  Aoguatin. 

Any  one  could  cap  with  a  sharp  retort  the  poioUng  out 
of  Buon  an  oversight  in  an  article  dilating  upon  tha  use  of 
breadth  of  culture.  But  (he  retort  would  be  nnjuatiflaUe. 
Our  oontemporary  shows  habitually  not  only  breadth  of 
eultura,  bnt  also  tha  liberality  of  mind  that  it  produces. 
To  eaflh  oversights  the  ablest  man  are  liable ;  but  never  so 
kiabla  as  whan  they  disonse  a  point  oa  which  their  equa¬ 
nimity  baa  been  diatorbed.

(J'Vow  a  Corrttpondmi^ 

It  w  erident  that  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
are,  as  «  rule,  not  disposed  to  rush  forward  on  this  question. 
Let  the  sjstem  be  changed;  well  and  good;  all  wm 
rejoice ;  but  while  the  sjstem  is  unaltered,  ewh  is 
more  or  less  unwilling  to  take  any  step  which  may  nsk  the 
loss  of  his  own  seat,  highly  pris^  and  attained,  perhaps, 
after  much  waiting  and  by  much  labour  and  expense.  And 
is  the  value  set  on  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Commons  unnatural 
and  inexcusable  P  Is  it  strange  that  in  order  to  gain  oir  keep 
a  seat  men  of  fiur  character  will  reconcile  it  to  their  con* 
sciences  not  to  see  many  things  which  they  need  not  see, 
and  not  to  make  themselves  suner  by  being  more  scrupulous 
tbAn  most  others  P  What  is  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Com¬ 
mons  P  It  is  not  only  a  poMible  gateway  for  some  to  society 
or  to  luoratire  ofBee ;  that  is  the  least  part  of  the  temptation; 
it  is  a  necessary  condition  of  political  life  and  political  use¬ 
fulness  and  political  power  for  all  Englishmen  who  are  not 
Peers.  Without  a  seat  in  Parliament  no  man,  however  rich 
or  high-born,  or  able,  can  be  a  member  of  any  Government, 
or  aspire  to  the  political  ofBces  which  spur  the  ambition  of 
English  statesmen.  The  loss  of  a  seat  may,  even  with  men 
of  high  reputation  and  CTeat  connexions,  make  a  long  break 
in  a  TOlitic^  career.  When  Lord  Palmerston  lost  his  seat 
for  Hampshire  in  1834,  it  was  not  without  some  difficulty, 
though  he  was  Foreign  Secretary,  that  he  found,  after  a 
time,  a  convenient  refuge  at  Tiverton.  When  Mr  Gladstone  i 
lost  his  seat  for  j^ewark  in  1845,  he  remained  for  some  | 
time  out  of  Parliament.  These  are  men  of  the  highest  mu k.  i 
What  must  it  be  for  the  multitude  P  Apart  from  poliU^  I 
office,  participation  in  parliamentary  life  and  its  opportunities 
of  usefulness  and  fame  is  a  laudable  or  noble  ambition. 
We  may  therefore  look  with  some  indulgence  on  cases  of 
submission  to  existing  circumstances  and  to  an  apparently 
unshakeable  enthronement  of  evil.  The  late  Sir  Frederick 
Slade  made  the  following  statement  as  a  witness  before  the 
Committee  on  Corrupt  Practices  at  Elections  of  1860 : 

A  noble  member  of  the  other  House,  when  he  was  a 
member  of  your  House,  for  many  years  represented  a  borough 
in  the  west  of  England ;  and  from  the  notorious  character  of 
that  borough,  everybodv  who  knew  anvtbing  about  such 
matters  knew  that  his  election  could  not  be  managed  except 
by  bribery.  1  believe  that  that  honourable  member  never 
knew  till  the  time  when  he  was  elevated  to  the  other  House 
the  way  in  which  the  election  had  been  conducted.  It  was 
done  in  the  simplest  way  imaginable.  The  honourable 
member  was  never  called  upon  for  money,  except  for  charities; 
he  was  called  upon  to  contribute  600/.  a  year  for  charities. 
The  gentleman  m  the  town,  who  acted  as  his  almoner,  never 
gave  him  any  account  of  the  mode  in  which  he  distributed 
the  money  to  the  charities,  and  the  money  was  invariably 
distributed  with  the  intention  and  object  of  repaying  by 
degrees  the  sums  of  money  advanced  by  a  banker  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  corrupting  the  electors,  and  whatever  remained  went 
to  the  charities.  That  went  on,  to  my  knowledge,  for  twenty 
years.” 

Sir  Frederick  Slade  was  well  acquainted  with  the  west  of 
England  ;  he  was  a  keen  Conservative,  and  he  naturally  twk 
his  example  from  the  ranks  of  the  Liberal  party,  there  being 
little  doubt  that  similar  oases  might  be  famish^  by  his  own. 
It  is  well  understood  that  this  600/.  a  year  was  in  addition  to 
the  regular  acknowledged  expenses  of  each  election.  In  this 
case,  according  to  Sir  Frederick  Slade’s  statement  which 
has  never  been  contradicted,  600/.  a  year  was  blindly  given 
for  twenty  years,  for  charities,  to  a  lo^  sgout,  and  no  account 
ever  received  or  asked  for.  Would  su^  blind  confidence 
ever  be  found  to  exist  except  where  an  election  is  in  the  case  P 
The  nobleman  here  referred  to  is  well  known  as  eminent 
among  his  fellows  for  highmindedness  and  delicacy  of  con¬ 
science  ;  no  man  ever  accused  him  of  self-seeking ;  and  there  is, 
probably,  no  known  public  man  who  would  be  more  likely  to 
sacrifice  any  worldly  advantage  to  the  requirements  of  a 
strict  conscience.  Yet  his  political  friends  probably  cared 
for  his  retaining,  without  trouble,  a  seat  wmch  to  himself 
would  have  been  a  matter  of  indifference  ;  and  when  such  a 
man  as  he  ^inquiringly  acquiesced  in  an  annual  expenditure  i 
giving  facilities  for  practices  with  which  public  fame  freely  | 
reproached  bis  borough,  and  which  were  iMeed,  as  it  appei^  j 
for  a  long  period  of  years  systematically^  carried  on  with : 
his  money,  what  is  to  be  expected  from  other  men  of  con¬ 
sciences  less  fine  and  positions  less  unequivocal  P  Mr  George , 
Denman,  in  his  late  Address  at  Manchester,  signalized  | 
another  now  prevalent  form  of  paltering  with  the  conscience 
on  this  matter.  Urging  the  necessity  of  a  higher  tone  in  ^ 
high  quarters,  he  observed  that  **  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons  must  be  more  unanimous  in  the  feeling  that  to  pay 
thousands  of  pounds  down  without  inquiry,  in  order  to  secure 
a  seat  which  their  own  agent  will  return  as  a  seat  which  costs 
him  only  as  many  hundreds,  is  an  act  unworthy  of  a  gentle- ' 
iMn.”  This  is  strong  language  and  just  Yet  there  is  a  , 
singularly  accommodating  power  in  men’s  consciences,  under 
the  infiuences  of  strong  interest  and  passionate  desire,  con¬ 
tagion  of  general  laxity,  and  encouragement  given  by  a 
general  dispMition,  amiable  and  not  quite  unreasonable,  to 
condone  in  individuals  what,  in  the  abstract,  none  refuse 
to  reprobate.  This  evil  of  electoral  corruption  has  taken 
hold  of  the  nation  like  a  nightmare  ;  the  victims  desire  to 
get  rid  of  it,  but  they  are  bound  down  and  cannot  move.  A 
strong  excitement  or  enthusiasm,  such  a  whirlwind  as  “  fit- 
liest  scatters  pestilence,”  is  needed  to  clear  the  air  and  enable 
a  sick  multitude  to  breathe  freely.  As  the  Tintes  said,  we 
must  have  **  a  thorough  awakening  of  the  national  conscience 
to  deter  men  of  no  more  than  average  scruples  from  doing  as 
others  have  done,”  and  “  high-minded  and  honourable  men 
from  becoming  candidates  for  seats  which  can  only  be 
attained  bj  bribery.” 

An  opinion  prevails  that  there  is  a  disposition  among  what 
m  call^  the  governing  classes  to  keep  up  the  expensiveness 
of  elections  as  a  virtual  property  qualification ;  and  large 
•xp^diture  and  oorruption  are  really  inseparable. 
opinion  IS  probably  quite  erroneous,  and  a  mere  oonjecture  to 
explmn  that  reluotanoe  to  deal  with  this  subject  wnich  may 
be  otherwise  accounted  for.  It  is  difficult  to  believe  that 
anj^ne,  u  free  to  choose,  would  not  prefer  a  cheap  to  a  dear 
eleoaen.  Mr  Bright,  in  one  of  his  late  speeches,  told  a 


moving  tale  of  a  member  of  the  late  Adminislmtion,  whose 
election  (it  is  to  be  presumed  for  a  county)  had  cost  mm  six 
thousand  pounds ;  and  he  wu  described  very  naturally  as 
mourning  over  the  expenditure,  and  dread^  its  reourronce. 
If  elections  were  cheaply  conducted,  and  bribery  banished, 
the  chances  of  election  in  boroughs  for  ooimtry  gentlexiMm 
members  of  old  families,  men  creditably  kimwn  m  ^eir 
neighbourhoods,  and  men  also  of  personal  merit,  though  not 
l<S&Iy  oon^d,  ooSdnot  but^  increased.  TheTbsers 
by  the  change  would  be  the  new  men  of  wealth,  the  dass  of 
borough-sewers  from  a  distance,  who  ^ve  nothing  Imt 


oorruption  of  constituencies,  when,  two  centres  ago,  the 
House  of  Commons  sought  to  legislate  against  the  new  evil,  we 
find  a  member  saying  that  **  these  charges  arise,  commonly, 
from  eompetitors  that  live  in  another  country/^  eud  that  the 
residents  “  must  be  undone  by  out-doing  him  that  comes 
from  another  country  with  indirect  intentions  ;”  and  ^ere 
was  then  a  general  desire  to  exclude  strangers  by  requiring 
thai:  *11  candidates  for  boroughs,  as  well  as  counties,  should 
have  an  estate  in  the  respective  county.* 

Many  persons  say  that  they  feel  a  difficulty  about  this 
question,  thinking  it  unjust  to  deuounce  and  punish  the  poor 
man  who  takes  ten  or  twenty  pounds  for  his  vote,  and  to 
leave  untouched  the  attorney  who  requires  his  fees,  or  the 
gentry,  small  and  great,  who  profit  by  getting  places.  Many 
also  use  this  seemingly  plausible  argument  as  a  pretext  tor 
inaction  which  they  find  convenient.  This  objection  involves 
a  confusion  between  two  evils  which  are  distinct,  and  in  a 
great  measure  independent  of  each  other.  If  attorney  s  desert 
their  politics  for  a  retaining  fee,  or  if  voters  are  brib^  to  vote 
by  giu  or  promise  of  places,  this  is  pure  bribery  ;  and  no  one 
could  distinguish  between  such  cases  and  cases  of  bribery 
with  money  ;  any  measures  against  bribery  at  elections  must 
apply  to  all  these  cases.  But  the  attoraey  rarely  changes  his 
politics  for  the  occasion.  If  the  candidate  ot  his  own  colour 
retains  him,  he  works  and  votes  for  him  ;  if  not,  he  does  not 
act  for  the  other  side.  It  need  not  be  s^  that  there  are  very 
many  solicitors  who  are  far  above  this  sordid  mode  of  pro¬ 
ceeding,  as  there  are  doubtless  some  who  are  more  sordid, 
and  are  ready  to  go  whichever  way  they  are  retained  Now 
it  is  very  desirable  to  get  rid  of  the  practice,  utterly  indefen¬ 
sible  and  degrading  to  solicitors,  of  retaining  them  as 
election  agents  and  procurers  of  votes  ;  but  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  bribery  may  be  separately  dealt  with.  So, 
again,  there  is  a  difference  between  bribing  with 
patronage  and  finding  places  for  steady  supporters. 
The  former  comes  within  the  scope  of  our  subject  : 
the  latter,  so  far  as  government-patronage  is  oonoernM,  is 
part  of  a  separate  important  subject, — our  system  of  party 
and  patronage.  Some  of  the  eviia  of  this  system  have  been 
well  describ<^  by  Lord  Grey,  who  calls  it  a  system  of  cor¬ 
ruption,  but  yet  seems  to  rogi^  it  as  inseparable  from 
Parliamentary  Government. f  Whether  this  be  so  or  not, 
there  is  a  palpable  difference  between  bribery  of  voters  and 
distribution  of  favours,  from  a  dukedom  or  gi^r,  or  colonial 
government  to  a  nomination  for  a  clerkship  or  tidewaitership, 
among  political  friends  ;  and  we  may  endeavour  to  get  rid  of 
the  scandalous  evil  of  wholesale  corruption  in  borough  eleo- 
tions,  without  attacking  the  queatioa  of  government  by 
party. 

The  Government  machinery  of  course  may  be  put 
in  motion  for  bribery,  as  it  has  been  done  systematically 
among  voters  in  dockyards ;  and  here  the  obvious 
remedy  is  not  the  strangely  unjust  proposal  of  the  Bill  of  last 
session  to  disfranchise  a  whole  class  peculiarly  open  to 
demoralization  by  the  Government,  but  to  ensure  (which 
should  be  easy)  action  of  the  First  Lord  of  the  Adimralty, 
who  is  a  member  of  the  Cabinet,  to  purify  dockyard  adminis¬ 
tration  from  all  political  influences.  If  there  is  corruption 
among  government-dockyard  voters,  it  is  the  Government 
which  corrupts ;  the  straight  and  easy  way  is  to  stop  the 
evil  at  its  source,  which  is  the  Government  itself ;  and 
the  threatened  dockyard  victims  of  Treasury  and  Admiralty 
jobbery  might  fairly  have  said  to  Mr  Gladstone,  **  Physician, 
heal  thyself.”  It  is  also,  of  course,  likely  that  favours 
granted  by  Government  to  parliamentaiy  supporters  for  their 
constituents  may  be  used  for  bribery  ;  and  it  may  be  more 
difficult  sometimes  to  detect  or  defeat  bribery  of  this  sort 
than  the  vulgar  money  bribery;  but  this  only  brings  us  back 
to  what  has  been  said  before,  that  we  may  do  a  great  deal, 
though  unable  to  do  everything,  and  because  we  cannot  do 
everything  is  no  reason  lor  doing  nothing.  There  is  a 
Government  machinery  for  supenntendence  of  elections, 
arising  out  of  our  system  of  party  government,  which  doubt¬ 
less  fosters  and  strengthens  the  oorruption  of  elections ;  the 
political  Secretaty  for  the  Treasury  has  his  electioa  agent, 
who  again  has  hu  myrmidons  in  London  and  tbrongh  the 
countty  ;  and  the  Opposition  “  whip  ”  has  a  corresponding 
organization.  As  long  as  there  are  two  political  parties,  some 
organization  on  both  sides  may  be  a  neceuity.  But  consider¬ 
ing  that  the  heads  of  the  two  organizations  are  the  actual  and 
the  future  (or  late)  Prime  Minister,  the  chief  agents  the  actual 
and  future  (or  latej  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  chief 
assistants  London  solicitors  of  high  standing,  it  should  be 
easy  lor  the  leader  of  either  party  to  secure  scrupulous 
adherence  to  what  is  right,  and  •erupulous  pbstinence  from 
all  connivance  at  impunty  and  all  connexion  with  persons  of 
doubtful  or  disreputable  character.  Yet  we  have  lately 
seen  the  ”  private  and  confidential  ”  correspondence  pro¬ 
duced  at  Totnes  between  the  bead  electioneering  agent

FENIANISM. 

Sir,— Are  those  journalists  of  yours  who  menace  us  with 
reproduction  of  the  scenes  enacted  in  India  and  Jamaica  at 
all  aware  of  the  nature  of  the  Fenian  conspiracy  ?  I  fear 
they  believe  all  they  have  read  of  the  statements  of  Crown 
oouQsel  made  on  the  trials,  and  sooften repeated  with  increasing 
adefitions  by  the  Conservative  press  of  this  country,  that  ths 
design  of  the  conspirators  wu  plunder  and  auauination. 
But  you.  Sir,  know  well,  and  it  will  be  disparagingly  noticed 
in  history,  that  there  wu  not  a  particle  of  evi^nce  adduced 
in  support  of  these  unfair  assertions  ;  and  I  uy  that  if  the 
Fenians  are  called  upon  to  disprove  a  charge  existing  oiUy  in 
unscrupulous  and  utterly  unfounded  accusation  they  can  do 
so  triumphantly  by  pointing  to  their  conduct  in  Canada, 
which  wu  such  as  to  elicit  from  the  commander  of  the 
Canadian  troops  a  piece  of  voluntary  and  soldier-like  testi¬ 
mony  creditable  to  both  him  and  them.  When  your  jour¬ 
nalists  can  be  so  egregiously  deceived,  how  must  it  be  with 
the  mass  of  your  ^  people  whose  vengeance  is  invoked  upon 
up  P  Some  sagacious  persons  here  say  that  those  journalists 
perfectly  understand  Feniaaism,  but  intentionally  misrepre¬ 
sent  it  But  I  do  not  believe  this.  I  rather  attribute  the 
misrepresentation  to  ignorance,  and  would  uk  you  to  allow 
me,  through  your  columns,  to  state  candidly  and  boldly  who 
compose  the  Fenians  and  what  is  their  object.  First  l^ey 
are  not  composed  of  the  smallest  number,  or  most  ignorant 
of  Irishmen.  On  the  contrary,  they  are  composed  of  by  far 
the  largest  portion  of  the  people  here,  and  have  in  their  inte¬ 
rest  a  vast  amount  of  the  intelligence  and  education  of  the 
country.  And  next,  what  is  the  object  of  the  combination 
(if  Englishnun  are  honest  and  oourageons  enough  to  hear 
the  truth  of  it)  P  I  do  not  wish  to  justity  revolt  here ;  but  I 
do  wish  to  prevent  any  mistake  about  it  when  we  are 
threatened  with  it.  Well,  Mr  Isaac  Butt,  in  his  brilliant 
plea  for  the  Celtic  race,  hu  shown  that  the  curse  of 
this  unhappy  country  has  been  the  system  of  landlordism ; 
that  this  system  could  not  have  continued  but  for  the 
English  Government,  and  that  thus  the  Irish  people,  at  home 
and  abroad,  have  regarded  that  Government  with  mortal 
hatred,  and  loi^ed,  and  prayed,  and  conspired,  first  morally 
and  then  physically,  for  a  totid  separation  of  this  country 
from  its  grasp  ;  and  I  say  that  Fenianism  does  not  represent 
any  new  idea,  that  it  does  not  mean  a  band  of  robfaNsrs  and 
cut-throats,  but  is  simply  the  name  now  given  to  the  present 
symptoms  of  that  chronic  state  of  disaffection  which  mr  cen¬ 
turies  has  been  cherished  in  the  hearts  of  the  Irish  people 
against  the  English  Government. 

History,  I  think,  sufficiently  attests  that  this  disaffection, 
or  Fenianism,  is  not  to  be  remedied  by  the  prison,  the  scaf¬ 
fold,  or  the  bayonet ;  and  I  fancy  they  must  be  wretchedly 
ignorant  of  our  character  who  speculate  on  accomplishing  it 
by  any  other  possible  ingenuity  of  punishment  So  far  from 
this,  1  have  no  doubt  th^  the^threat, '  and  that,  too,  before  a 
blow  has  been'struck  by  ns,  to  make  ns  and  our  wives  and 
daughters,  our  mothers  and  sisters,  the  victims  of  a  r^tition 
of  those  savage  outrages  perpetratkl  in  India  and  Jamaica, 
and  which  yet  cry  to  the  Gh>d  of  Justice,  has  tended  to 
increase  the  Fenian  ranks. 

But,  whatever  the  remedy  may  be,  I  am  satisfied  the  people 
have  solemnly  determined  to  take  their  case  into  their  own 
hands  and  efiect  a  cure  or  perish  ;  and  l  am  equally  convinced 
that  this  determination  cannot  be  effectively  counteracted  by. 
Stephens’s  capture,  failure,  or  even  perfidy.  He  is  only  an 
instrument,  not  the  cause  or  vitals  of  the  conspiracy.

If  ever  there  was  a  country  that  had  need  of  being 
wary,  and  of  providing  carefully  for  its  defence,  it  was 
Poland.  Other  countries  have  had  enemies  upon  one,  two, 
or  three  sides  of  them ;  but  Poland  was  threatened  by  foes 
from  evwy  side.  Under  its  early  dynasties  Poland,  indeed, 
not  only  made  good  head  against  them,  but  subdued  them. 
Lithuania  and  Prussia  were  both  conquests  of  the  Poles. 
Bohemia  owned  the  Polish  King’s  sway,  whilst  Hungary 
was  their  battle  field  ag^iinst  the  Turka.  These  very  vic¬ 
tories  did  but  inspire  the  Poles  with  over-oonfidenoe,  and 
no  Power,  they  deemed,  was  to  be  feared,  or  could  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  face  100,000  Polish  cavaliers. 

This  oonfidenoe  led  the  Poles  to  dispense  with  what  no 
country  can  do  without,  a  steady,  traditional  policy,  with 
institationa  capable  of  preserving  and  acting  upon  it.  An 
hereditary  monarchy  la  one  of  these  institutions.  A 
dynasty  surroonded  by  a  Court  and  by  families  attached 
to  it  hands  down  a  policy,  and  finds  monarohs  and  states¬ 
men  to  promote  it.  A  senate  is  another  institution  fitted 
to  fulfil  this  part ;  and  a  popular  representative  assembly 
can  preserve  a  oountrj  in  the  straight  road  of  its  interests 
and  honour.  Whilst  the  nations  which  surrounded  Poland 
held  to  one  or  more  of  these  things,  Poland  would  have 
none  of  them.  It  spurned  hereditary  right  in  a  sovereign. 
It  got  rid  of  the  senate,  which  had  once  provided  it  with 
good  counsel.  It  broke  up  the  great  political  aristo¬ 
cracy,  or  rather  swamped  it  by  throwing  open  the  Diet  to 
tne  universal  herd  of  gentry,  to  all  who  called  themselves 
noble  and  rode  on  horseoaoL  The  result  was  chaos. 

‘The  Popular  History  of  Poland,’  written  by  Adam 
Miokiowits,  the  renowned  poet,  and  now  pnblish^  by  his 
j  son,  ably  patiietioally  describee  this  downifsrd^  progress 
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of  hii  cofontry.  Bat  m  it  is  impossible  to  ohaia  together 
the  eTfints  of  a  history  whioh|  like  that  of  Poland,  had  no 
^ed  or  dominant  idea,  the  aathor  gives  simultaneously 
the  history  of  Russia,  or  of  the  Duohy  of  Moscow,  of  which 
it  first  consisted.^  A  Slavon  himself,  Mickiewits  does  not; 
deny  to  the  Russians  a  Sclavonian  origin.  But  he  accounts 
for  their  complete  difference  of  character  by  the  fact  that 
the  Russians  were  Mongolized.  There  is  no  vice  of 
character  that  the  Polish  historian  does  not  attribute  to 
the  Mongols.  Is  he  oorreot  in  this  ?  Por  Hue  and  other 
more  recent  travellers  give  us  portraitures  of  the  Mongols 
as  a  simple  and  amiable  race.  Conquest,  however,  may 
have  altered  and  debased  the  western  tribes ;  and  certainly 
those  of  the  eastern  tribe,  who  conquered  China,  showed 
themwlves,  esp^ially  to  us  in  the  last  war,  much  as 
Mickiewitz  describes  their  character  and  influence  in  Russia. 

raise^  these^  questions  without  deciding  them,  merely 
stating  Mickiewitz's  assertion  that  all  the  bad  parts  of  the 
Russian  character  proceed  from  the  Mongol  origin,  the 
good  from  their  Sclavonian  ancestors. 

Mickiewitz,  indeed,  like  a  genuine  poet,  rather  takes 
pride  in  the  want  of  policy  and  canning  shown  by  his 
countrymen,  and  in  their  preference  for  the  unfortunately 
barren  motives  of  sentiment  and  honour.  He  does  not 
blame  the  Poles  for  clinging  to  their  principle  of  elective 
monarchy,  fatal  as  he  admits  it  to  be.  It  was  their  nature, 
and  accordant  to  their  national  spirit.  Unhappily  the 
Poles  indulged  so  frequently  in  electing  foreign  princes  to 
rule  over  them,  that  their  powerful  neighbours  thought  it 
no  outrage  to  impose  one. 

But  whatever  the  early  faults  of  the  Poles,  they  awoke 
at  last  to  a  policy  as  prudent  and  as  constant  as  could  be 
desired.  They  gave  themselves  a  Constitution,  and  were 
they  not  surrounded  and  already  balf>devoured  by  their  three 
leaded  oppressors  and  partitioners  they  might  have  sur¬ 
vived.  This  was  denied  them  as  an  independent  nation. 
But  as  a  race  they  have  proved  indestructible,  and  neither 
eastern  nor  western  Europe  will  know  repose  till  justice 
has  been  done  and  national  existence  restored  to  their 
ancient  kingdom.  To  live,  to  hope,  to  know  the\r  past 
and  regard  their  future,  is  all  at  present  possible  to  the 
Poles.  The  little  volume  which  we  review  is  admirably 
calculated  to  encourage  them  and  help  them  to  new  power. 


To  this,’'  says  Herr  Mommsen,  **  he  owed  the  1 
power  of  living  energetioally  in  the  present,  undisturbed 
**  either  by  recollection  or  by  expectation ;  to  this  he  owed 
*'the  capacity  of  acting  at  any  moment  with  collected

"  which  remained  steadily  with  him,  through  good  and 
"  evil  days ;  to  this  he  owed  the  complete  independence, 
"  which  admitted  of  no  control  by  favourite,  or  by  mistress, 
"or  even  by  friend."  With  these  natural  endowments,  he 
made  it  the  business  of  his  life,  Herr  Mommsen  considers,  to 
aim  at  "the  political,  military,  intellectual,  and  moral 
"  regeneration  of  his  own  deeplv  d^yed  nation,  and  of  the 
"  still  more  deeply  decayed  Hellenic  nation  intimately  akin 
"to  his  own.” 


doubtless. errontoos  osloulstions  to  deplore,  but  no  fklse  step  of 
psssion  to  regret  There  is  nothing  in  the  bistoiy  of  Csssar’s  life, 
which  even  on  a  small  scale  can  be  compared  with  those  poetioo- 
■ensnal  ebullitions — such  as  the  murder  of  Kleitoe  or  the  bumina  of 
Persepolia — which  the  history  of  his  great  predecessor  in  the  Bast 
records.  He  is,  in  fine,  perhaps  the  only  one  of  those  mighty  men 
who  has  preserved  to  the  end  of  his  career  the  statesman’s  taot  of 
discriminating  between  the  possible  and  the  impossible,  and  has  not 
broken  down  in  the  task  which  for  nobly  gifted  natures  is  the  most 
difficult  of  all — the  task  of  recognising,  when  on  tiie  pinnacle  of 
success,  its  natural  limits.  What  was  j^ible  he  performed,  and 
■ever  left  the  possible  good  undone  for  the  sake  of  the  impossible 
better,  never  disdained  at  least  to  mitigate  by  palliatives  evils  tiiat 
were  incurable.  But  where  he  recosnised  that  fate  had  spoken,  he 
always  obeyed.  Alexander  on  the  Hypbasis,  Hsmleon  at  Moscow 
tnm^  back  because  they  were  compelled  to  do  so,  and  were 
indignant  at  desti^  for  bestowing  even  on  its  favourites  merely 
limited  successes ;  Gtetar  turned  back  voluntarily  on  the  Thames  and 
on  the  Rhine ;  and  at  the  Danube  and  the  Euphrates  thought  not  of. 
unbounded  plaxu  of  world-conquest,  but  merely  of  carrying  into 
effect  a  well-considered  regulation  of  the  frontiers. 


The  History  of  Borne.  By  Theodor  Mommsen.  Trans¬ 
lated,  with  the  Author’s  Sanction  and  Additions.

Having,  in  former  volumes,  brought  down  his  careful 
narrative  and  philosophical  study  of  Roman  history  to  the 
death  of  Sylla,  Herr  Mommsen  here  completes  his  valuable 
work,  by  showing  how,  with  the  rise  of  Pompey, 
Crassus,  and  Cmsar,  the  old  principles  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  were,  finally  overthrown,  and  the  new  rule  of  the 
Empire  was  firmly  established.  Of  the  great  conquests  of 
the  period,  the  Mithridatic  war  and  Pompey’s  movements 
in  the  East,  the  Gallic  war  and  Cmsar’s  movements  in  the 
North,  he  gives  a  full  and  masterly  account.  Of  the  inter¬ 
minable  party  squabbles  and  tedious  exhibitions  of  jealousy 
and  ambition  shown  by  little  men  and  great,  in  the  Senate 
and  the  Forum,  he  also  gives  a  succinct,  very  intelligible, 
and  very  instructive  description.  But  the  chief  value  of 
the  book  is  in  its  shrewd  and  vigorous  delineation  of  the 
way  in.  which  old  weaknesses  gained  strength,  and  hidden ' 
causes  of  disruption  became  everywhere  apparent  in  the 
alternation  of  tyranny  and  anarchy,  democratic  power  and 
aristocratic  authority  bearing  all  l^fore  it,  which  ushered 
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The  bard  sobool  of  thirty  years’  experience  changed  his  views  as 
to  the  means  bj  which  this  aim  was  to  be  reached  ;  his  aim  itself 
remained  the  same  in  the  times  of  his  bopelsu  humiliation  and  of 
his  unlimited  plenitude  of  power,  in  ths  timet  when  as  demagogue 
and  conspirator  be  stole  towards  it  by  paths  of  darknesa,  and  in  those 
when,  as  joint  possessor  of  the  supreme  power  and  then  as  monarch, 
be  worked  at  bis  task  in  tbs  full  light  of  day  before  the  eyes  of  the 
world.  All  the  measures  of  a  permanent  kind  that  proceeded  from 
him  at  the  most  various  times  assume  their  appropriate  places  in  the 
great  building  plan.  We  cannot  therefore  properly  apeak  of  isolated 
achievements  of  Cmsar ;  be  did  nothing  isolated.  With  justice  men 
commend  Caesar  ttie  orator  for  his  masculine  eloquence  wliich,  scorn¬ 
ing  all  the  arts  of  the  advocate,  like  a  clear  flame  at  once  enlightened 
and  warmed.  With  justice  men  admire  in  Caesar  the  author  the 
inimitable  simplicity  of  the  compobition,  the  unique  purity  and 
beauty  of  the  language.  With  justice  the  greatest  masters  of  war 
of  all  times  have  praised  Caesar  the  general,  who,  in  a  singular  degree 
disngarding  routine  and  tr  .dition,  knew  always  bow  to  And  out  the 
mode  of  warfare  by  which  in  the  given  case  the  enemy  was  con¬ 
quered,  and  which  was  consequently  in  the  given  case  the  right  one ; 
who  with  the  certainty  of  divination  found  the  proper  means  for 
every  end ;  who  after  defeat  stood  ready  for  battle  like  William  of 
Orange  and  ended  the  campaign  invariably  with  victory  ;  who 
managed  that  element  of  warfare,  the  treatment  of  which  serves  to 
distinguish  military  genius  from  the  mere  ordinary  ability  of  an 
officer — the  rapid  movement  of  masses — with  unsurpassed  perfection, 
and  found  the  guarantee  of  victory  not  in  the  massiveness  of  bis 
forces  but  in  the  oeleriiy  of  their  movements,  not  in  long  preparation 
but  in  rapid  and  bold  action  even  with  inadequate  meant.  But  all 
these  wrre  with  Caesar  mere  aecondary  matter ;  he  was  no  doubt  a 
great  orator,  author,  and  general,  but  be  became  each  of  these,  merely 
because  he  was  a  consummate  statesman.  The  aoldier  more  especially 
played  in  him  altogether  an  accessory  part,  and  it  is  one  of  the 
principal  peculiarities  by  which  be  is  distinguished  from  Alexander, 
Hannibal,  and  Napoleon,  that  he  began  his  political  activity  not  as 
an  officer,  but  as  a  demagogue.  According  to  bis  original  plan  he 
had  purposed  to  reach  bis  object  like  Pericles  and  Gaius  Gracchus 
without  force  of  arms,  and  throughout  eighteen  years  be  bad  as . 
leader  of  the  popular  party  moved  exclusively  amid  political  plana 
and  intrigues — imtil,  reluctantly  convinced  of  the  necessity  for  a 
military  support,  he,  when  already  forty  years  of  age,  headed  an 
army.  It  was  natural  that  be  should  even  afterward  remain  still 
more  statesman  than  general— just  like  Cromwell,  who  also  trans¬ 
formed  himself  from  a  leader  of  opposition  into  a  military  chief  and 
democratic  king,  and  who  in  general,  little  as  the  Puritan  hero  eeeme 
to  resemble  the  dissolute  Roman,  is  yet  in  his  development  as  well  as  { 
in  the  objects  which  he  aimed  at  and  the  results  which  be  achieved 
of  all  statesmen  perhaps  the  most  akin  to  Csasar.  Even  in  hie  mode 
of  warfare  this  improvised  generalship  may  still  be  recognised  ;  the 
enterprises  of  Napoleon  against  Egypt  and  against  England  do  not 
more  clearly  exhibit  the  artillery  lieutenant  who  had  risen  by  service 
to  command  than  the  siniiliar  enterprises  of  Cesar  exhibit  the 
demagogue  metamorphosed  mto  a  general.  A  regularly  trained  officer 
would  hardly  have  been  preyed,  through  political  considerations  of  j 
a  not  altogether  stringent  nature,  to  set  aside  the  best  founded 
military  scruples  in  the  way  in  which  Cesar  did  so  on  several  occa¬ 
sions,  moot  strikingly  in  the  case  of  bis  landing  in  Epirus.  Several 
of  hie  acta  are  therefore  censurable  in  a  military  point  of  View ;  but 
what  the  general  loses,  the  statesman  gains.  The  task  of  the  states¬ 
man  is  universal  in  its  nature  like  Caesar’s  genius ;  if  be  understood 


Pompey  and  Crasaus  were  excellent  foils  to  Ceesar. 
Crassus  newer  had  more  than  a  shadow  of  power,  and  the 
fates  could  not  hare  been  kinder  to  Cmsar  while  he  fought 
his  great  battles  and  planned  his  great  campaigns  in  Gaul, 
'  than  in  assigning  to  Pompey  the  government  and  manage- 
jment  of  affairs  at  home.  Caesar  himself,  without  the 
i  prestige  of  his  foreign  wars  and  the  weakness  of  parties  at 
home  consequent  on  the  strife  that  was  carried  on  while 
that  prestige  was  being  acquired,  would  have  failed  in 
attempting  to  govern  the  Roman  Commonwealth.  Pompey 
did  not  even  attempt  it.  He  contented  himself  with  the 
artificial  greatness  of  a  man  retained  in  a  place  of  power 
because  his  show  of  sovereignty  served  as  a  cloak  f  >r  the 
squabbling  and  fighting  that  occupied  the  crowds  beneath 
him.  When  Ceesar  had  done  his  work  in  Gaul,  and  duty 
or  ambition,  or  both  conjoined,  led  him  to  covet  real  power 
in  Rome,  Pompey’s  strength  was  in  the  jealousy  that 
united  all  the  greedy,  needy  aristocrats,  and  not  a  few  of 
the  republicans  as  well,  against  the  man  who  seemed  really 
able  to  govern  them.  Therefore  the  two  generals  were 
arrayed  against  one  another  in  something  like  equal 
strength,  and  the  battle  of  Pbarsalia  was  fought  and  won. 

That  Caesar’s  rule  was  alike  indispensable  and  benefi¬ 
cent,  Herr  Mommsen  sets  himself  to  show  in  the  longest 
and  most  philosophical  chapter  of  his  work.  The  early 
weakness  of  the  Commonwealth  he  finds  in  the  excessive 
influence  that  went  with  martial  bravery.  The  causes  of 
its  final  ruin  he  finds  in  the  reverence  paid  to  wealth  and 
pomp,  and  the  extreme  devotion  of  all  classes  to  the  trade 
of  money-getting  and  the  pleasure  of  money-spending. 
"To  be  poor  was  not  merely  the  saddest  disgrace  and  the 
"  worst  crime,  but  the  only  disgrace  and  the  only  crime. 
**  For  money  the  statesman  sold  the  state,  and  the  burgess 
"  sold  his  freedom.  The  post  of  the  ofl^r  and  the  vote 
"  of  the  juryman  were  to  be  had  for  money.  For  money 
'*  the  lady  of  quality  surrendered  her  perion  as  well  as  the 
"  common  courtesan.  Falsifying  of  documents  and  per- 
"juries  had  become  so  common  that,  by  a  popular  poet  of 
"  this  age,  an  oath  is  called  '  the  plaster  for  debts.’  Men 
"  had  forgotten  what  honesty  was.  There  was  nothing  to 
"bridge  over  or  soften  the  fatal  contrast  between  the 
"  world  of  beggars  and  the  world  of  the  rich.  The  wider 
**  the  chasm  by  which  the  two  worlds  were  externally 
'*  divided,  the  more  completely  they  coincided  in  the  like 
"  annihilation  of  family  life — which  is  yet  the  germ  and 
'*core  of  all  nationality;  in  the  like  laziness  and  luxury, 
"the  like  unsubstantial  economy,  the  like  unmanly 
"  dependence,  the  like  corruption  differing  only  in  its  scale, 
"  the  like  demoralization  of  criminals,  the  like  longing  to 
"begin  the  war  with  property.  Riches  and  misery  in 
"  close  league  drove  the  Italians  out  of  Italy,  and  filled  the 
"peninsula  partly  with  swarms  of  slaves,  partly  with 


pompous  history  that  is  being  issued  from  the  Tuileries, 
its  sound  philosophy  and  its  truthful  simplicity  make  it 
an  infinitely  better  guide  to  the  movements  of  the  period 
and  their  significance  in  relation  to  the  earlier  and  the 
later  history  of  Rome. 

Herr  Mommsen’s  Cmsar  is  really  a  much  greater  man 
than  the  Emperor  Napoleon’s.  In  him  we  see  "the 
"sole  creative  genius  produced  by  Rome,  and  the  last 
"  produced  by  the  Ancient  World,  which  accordingly 
"  moved  on  in  the  track  that  he  marked  out  for  it  until  its 
"  sun  had  set.”  The  portrait  of  Csesar  is,  as  it  should  be, 
the  most  finished  portion  of  the  whole  book.  Herr 
Mommsen  shows  how,  framed  according  to  the  best 
standards  appointed  for  the  noble  youths  of  the  time, 
he  made  the  most  of  his  education,  and  went  far  beyond  it. 
As  a  youth  "  he  tasted  the  sweetness  as  well  as  the  bitter- 
"  ness  of  the  cup  of  fashionable  life,  recited  and  declaimed, 
"  practised  literature,  and  made  verses  in  his  idle  hours, 
"  prosecuted  love-intrigues  of  every  sort,  and  got  himself 
"  initiated  into  all  the  mysteries  of  shaving,  curls  and 
"  mfQes  pertaining  to  the  toilet-wisdom  of  the  day,  as 
"well  as  into  the  far  more  mysterious  art  of  always 
"borrowing  and  never  paying.”  But  these ^  boyish 
experiences  served  only,  says  the  German  historian, 
to  make  him  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  society 
in  which  he  was  to  be  master,  and  the  temper  of 
the  men  who  were  to  be  his  instruments  of  aggran¬ 
dizement.  His  intellect  received  from  them  no  sort 
of  injury,  and  in  heart  he  was  almost  as  much  superior  to 
his  contemporaries  as  in  mind.  '*  So  long  as  he  lived  he 
"cherished  the  purest  veneration  for  his  worthy  mother 
"Aurelia;  to  his  wives,  and  above  all  to  his  daughter 
"Julia,  he  devoted  an  honourable  affection.  With  the 
"  ableat  and  moat  excellent  men  of  his  time,  of  high  and 
*'  of  humble  rank,  he  maintained  noble  relations  of  mutual 
"  fidelity.”  A  man  of  wonderful  genius,  Csesar  possessed 
•  share  of  common  sense  very  rare  indeed  among  men  of 


all  without  exception  a  bearing  on  one  great  object  to  which  with  I 
infinite  fidelity  and  oonaUtenoy  he  devoted  hiinaelf ;  and  he  never 
preferred  one  to  another  of  the  manifold  aapecta  and  direotiona  of  his 
great  activity.  Although  a  master  of  the  art  of  war,  he  yet  from 
•tatesmanly  consideration  did  ha  utmost  to  avert  the  civil  strife ' 
and,  when  it  nevertheless  began,  to  keep  bis  laurels  from  stain  of 
blo^.  Although  the  founder  of  a  military  monarchy,  he  yet  with  ^ 
an  energy  unexampled  in  history  allowed  no  hierarchy  of  marshals ' 
or  government  of  praetorians  to  come  into  existence.  If  he  bad  a  | 
preference  for  any  one  form  of  services  rendered  to  the  state,  it  was 
for  the  sciences  and  arts  of  peace  rather  Uian  for  those  of  war.  The 
most  remarkable  peeuliarity  of  bis  action  as  a  statesman  was  its 
perfect  harmony.  In  reality  idl  the  conditions  for  this  most  difficult 
of  all  human  functions  were  united  in  Csesar.  A  thorough  realist, 
he  never  allowed  the  images  of  the  past  or  venerable  tradition  to 
disturb  him ;  with  him  nothing  was  of  value  in  politics  but  the 
living  present  and  the  law  of  reason,  lust  as  in  grammar  be  set  aside 
historical  and  antiquarian  research  and  recognised  nothing  but  on  the 
one  band  the  living  wits  loqHSmdi  and  on  the  other  hand  the  rule  of 
symmetry.  A  bom  ruler,  he  governed  the  minds  of  men  as  the 
I  wind  drives  the  clouds,  and  compelled  the  most  heterogeneous 
natures  to  place  themselves  at  his  service — the  smooth  citizen  and 
the  rough  subaltern,  the  noble  matrons  of  Rome  and  the  fair 
prinoessea  of  Egypt  and  Mauretania,  the  brilliant  cavalry  officer  and 
the  calculating  banker.  His  talent  for  organisation  was  marvelloua ; 

I  no  statesman  has  ever  compelled  sUiances,  no  general  has  ever  collected 
'  an  army  out  of  unyielding  and  refoactory  elemente  with  such  decision, 

I  and  kept  them  together  with  such  firmness,  as  Cmiar  displayed  in 
constraining  and  upholding  his  coalitions  sod  bia  legioiu ;  never  did 
I  regent  judge  his  instraments  and  assign  each  to  the  plsoe  appropriate 
for  him  with  so  acute  an  eye.  He  was  monarch ;  but  he  never 
played  the  king.  Even  when  absolute  lord  of  Rome,  be  retained  the 
deportment  of  the  party-leader ;  perfectly  pliant  and  smooth,  easy 
and  charming  in  conversation,  complaisant  towards  every  one,  it 
seemed  as  if  he  wished  to  be  nothing  but  the  first  among  his  peers. 
Cesar  entirely  avoided  the  blonder  of  so  many  men  otherwise  on  an 
equality  with  him,  who  have  carried  into  ^litics  the  tune  of 
military  command ;  however  much  occasion  hie  disagreeable  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  senate  gave  for  it,  be  never  reeortt-d  to  outragtw 
such  as  that  of  the  eighteenth  Brumaire.  Cmaar  was  monarcb ; 
but  he  was  never  seised  with  the  giddiness  of  the  tyrant. 
He  is  perhaps  the  only  one  among  Uie  mighty  men  of  the 
earth  who  in  great  matters  and  little  never  acted  according 
to  inolinatioo  or  caprice  but  always  without  exception  aooordhig  to 
his  duty  as  ruler,  and  who,  when  he  looked  back  on  his  life,  found 
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parts,  was  at  its  worst  in  Rome. 

Nowhere  was  a  man  leas  secure  of  his  life  than  in  the  capital  ^ 
murder  professionally  prosecuted  by  banditti  was  the  single  trade 
peculiar  to  it ;  the  aUuring  of  the  victim  to  Rome  was  the  prwminary 
to  his  assassination  ;  no  one  ventured  into  the  country  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  oapiul  without  an  armed  retinue.  Its  outward  condition 
corresponded  to  this  inward  disorganization,  and  seemed  a  keen 
satire  on  the  aristocratic  government.  Nothing  was  done  for  the 
regulation  of  the  stream  of  the  Tiber ;  excepting  that  they  caused 
the  only  bridge,  with  which  they  still  made  shift  (iu.  406),  to  be 
constructed  of  stone  at  least  as  far  as  the  Tiber-island.  As  little 
was  anything  done  toward  the  levelling  of  the  city  on  the  seven  hills, 
except  where  perhaps  the  accumulation  of  rubbish  had  effected  some 
improvement.  The  streets  aseended  and  descended  narrow  and 
angular,  and  were  wretchedly  kept ;  the  footpaths  were  small  and  ill 
paved.  The  ordinary  houses  were  built  of  bricks  negligently  and  to 
a  giddy  height,  mostly  by  speculative  builders  on  account  of  the 
small  proprietors ;  by  which  means  the  former  became  prodigiously 
rich,  and  the  latter  were  reduced  to  beggary.  Like  isolated  islands 
amidst  this  sea  of  wretched  buildings  were  seen  the  splendid  palaces 
of  the  rich,  which  curtailed  the  space  for  the  smaller  houses  just  as 
their  owners  curtailed  the  burgess-rights  of  smaller  men  in  the  state, 
and  beside  whose  marble  pillars  and  Greek  statues  the  decaying 
temples,  with  their  images  of  the  gods  still  in  gr^  part  carr^  of 
wood,  made  a  melancholy  figure.  A  police-supervision  of  streets,  of 
river-banks,  of  fires,  or  of  building  was  almost  unheard  of;  if  the 
government  troubled  itself  at  all  about  the  inundations,  conflagrations 
and  falls  of  houses  which  were  of  yearly  occurrence,  it  was  only  to 
ask  from  the  state-theologians  their  report  and  advice  regarding  the 
true  import  of  such  signs  and  wonders.  If  we  try  to  conceive  to 
ourselves  a  London  with  the  slave-population  of  New  Orleans,  with 
the  police  of  Constantinople,  with  the  non-industrial  character  of  the 
modem  Rome,  and  agitated  by  politics  after  the  fashion  of  the  Paris 
in  1848,  we  shall  acquire  an  approximate  idea  of  the  republican 
glory,  the  departure  of  which  Cicero  and  his  associates  in  their 
■ulky  letters  deplore. 


"  Csesar,”  adds  Herr  Mommsen,  "  did  not  deplore,  but 
"  he  sought  to  help,  so  far  as  help  was  possible.”  His 
wonderful  reforms — attempted  or  effected,  in  little  things 
or  great — in  reversal  of  the  old  forms  of  government,  and 
in  reoonstruction  of  the  currenoj,  in  re-organization  of  the 
•o<^  lawi  moat  eeaential  to  the  well-being  of  aooiety,  and 
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in  r^^frengement  of  th#  otlendar-^sfaow  hw  grwtneos  tnd 
kit  olaim  on  the  tdjfiiftCioil  of  ^tetity,  eftH  fiiOre  thin 
hit  tiflfltftlled  generalabib,  ind  nit  mirtial  aohioTomenU.

Cmar.  wherever  h#  Mme  forward  m  n 
deatroyer,  only  harried  out  the  pronouooed  vardiot  of  hiatorioal ' 
developBent ;  but  be  protected  the  Mrma  of  enlture,  where  and  a#  he 
found  the*,  in  hia  own  land  aa  well  aa  amona;  tba  aiater  nation  of  Um 
Bellenee.  He  aaved  and  renewed  the  fioaan  aMwent ;  and  net  only  did  i 
he  apAre  the  Oreck  element,  but  with  the  aaa>eaelf>rf lying  gaoiua  with  i 
whioh  he  aooonipliabed  the  renewed  foundation  af  xtuihe  he  under*  | 
took  alao  tba  regeneration  of  Uie  Hellenea,  and  reaumed  the  inter- ' 
niptad  work  of  th#  gveat  jMek#od»r.  wIma#  hnAgii  w#  iiAy  well 
believt,  never  wae  Ab^t  froB  Caaeai’A  eonL  He  eolved  tkse#  ttro 
great  uaka  not  fberely  aide  by  aide,  but  tJb#  one  by  Bean#  of  tba ' 
other.  The  two  great  eaeentiala  of  buBanity— generu  and  individual 
detelopment,  or  itat#  and  euUdre— on^  ih  embtyo  united  in 
these  old  OtBeo-italkti#  focding  tksir  locks  in  yHttMval  simplicity 
far  iron  tb#  ooaata  and  ialanda  of  th#  MtdiAorvanaAb,  had  b#«oB« 
diasevared  when  these  were  parted  into  Italian#  and  Helleoea,  and 
had  tbencefurth  remained  apart  for  many  ceoturiea.  Now  the 
descendant  of '  the  Trojan  prince  and  the  Latin  king’s  daughter 
areated  oat  of  n  state  without  distinctive  culture  and  a  cosmopolitan 
•ivilisation  a  new  whole,  in  whioh  state  and  ouitore  again  met 
together  at  tba  a«me  of  human  existence  in  the  rich  luinee#  of 
bleated  maturity  and  worthily  filled  the  ephere  appropriate  to  sueh 
an  unioii.  | 

The  outlines  have  thus  been  eet  forth,  which  Ccur  drew  for  this 
work,  aocurding  to  whioh  he  laboured  bimeelf,  and  according  to  whioh 
posterity— for  many  centuries  eonfined  to  the  pathe  wbieb  this  great 
man  marked  out — endeavoured  to  prosecute  the  work,  if  not  with  the 
inteUect  and  energy,  yet  on  the  whole  in  aooordance  with  the  intentions, 
the  illuatrious  Basier.  Little  waa  finished  ;  much  was  merely  begun. 
Wbether  the  plan  wae  complete,  tboee  who  venture  to  vie  in  thought 
with  Bueh  a  man  may  deeide  {  we  observe  no  material  defiKsta  in 
what  lies  before  lu— every  single  etone  of  the  building  enoagh  to 
make  a  man  immortal,  and  yet  all  combining  to  form  one  barmoniuue 
whole.  Cse>ar  ruled  as  king  of  Rome  for  five  years  and  a  hail,  not 
half  aa  long  aa  Alexander ;  in  the  intervals  of  seven  great  campaigoa, 
whieh  ailuwea  him  to  stay  not  more  than  fifteen  muntbs  altogether 
in  the  capital  of  bis  empire,  be  regulated  the  deatiniee  of  the  world 
for  the  present  and  the  future,  from  the  establiabaMnt  of  the  boundary 
line  between  eiviliaation  and  barbarism  down  to  th#  removal  of  the 
rain-pools  in  the  streets  of  the  oapiial,  and  yet  retained  time  and 
composure  enoagh  attentively  to  follow  the  priie-pieoes  in  the  theatre , 
•nd  t#  confer  the  ehaplet  on  the  victor  with  improvised  versea.  Th# 
rapidity  and  preeisiou  with  whieh  the  plan  waa  excouted  prov#  that 
it  had  been  long  meditated  thoroughly  aud  all  iia  parts  aeitled  in 
detail ;  bat,  eveu  tout,  they  remaiu  not  much  lees  wonderful  than 
the  plan  iuelf.  The  outlines  were  laid  down  aud  thereby  the  new 
■tata  waa  defined  fur  all  ooming  time ;  the  boundtess  future  alone ' 
sould  eumpleta  the  structara.  So  tar  Cmear  might  my,  that  bie| 
object  waa  attained  t  and  this  waa  probably  the  meaning  of  the  words 
which  were  someiimea  haard  to  fail  fiom  him — that  be  had  livod 
long  enough.  Bat  preciaely  because  the  building  Wes  an  endieta 
one,  the  maaier  aa  lung  as  be  lived  ruatleaaly  auded  stone  to  atone, 
with  always  the  tame  ^xierity  and  always  the  same  elasticity  busy 
at  bia  work,  without  ever«  otertarniiig  or  altaring,  juat  as  if  there 
were  for  him  merely  a  to-day  and  no  to-morrow,  ‘ihua  he  worked 
and  created  aa  never  any  muriai  did  before  or  alter  him;  aud  aa  a 
trorker  and  crehtur  he  still,  after  well  nigh  two  thousand  years,  lives 
in  the  memory  of  the  naiions— the  first,  And  the  Unique,  Imperator 
Omaar.  | 

With  Gtesar,  for  the  present  at  any  rate,  Herr  Ifomm- 
sen’s  great  work  ends.  For  its  historical  and  philosophic 
truth,  lot  its  learning  and  its  wisdom,  and  its  keen  thought 
•hnwdly  and  aptly  worded,  it  cannot  be  ptified  too  highly. 
English  readers  should  be  especially  grateful  to  Dr  Dickson 
for  translatiiig  ho  well  that  no  one,  uninformed,  would  hup- 
posh  it  to  be  translation,  a  Work  in  etery’Way  worthy  of  #

Memoirs  of  the  Confedersds  Wem  ftr  Jndeptndeneo. 
By  Hero#  vou  Borcke,  lately  Chief  of  Stalf  to  Ueneml 
J.  £.  B.  Stuart.  In  Two  Volumes.  With  •  Map* 
Blaokwood#.  , 

Major  ton  Borcke  here  reprint#  the  intereating  chapters,  ^ 
originally  published  in  BksdmoodL,  in  which  he  related  his 
experienoe#  #•  •  volunteer  in  the  Army  of  Yirginin,  and  e 
8%#rsr  in  some  of  its  most  tnemorable  exploits.  The  book 
does  net  Attempt  to  gite  a  complete  aooouut  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  war,  or  even  of  the  Coutederatee’  pert  in  it;  but 
giviag  vivid  descriptions  of  the  pkae  and  battles .m  whioh 
Mi^or  vou  Bereke  wee  aeaeoieted,  it  tnakes  an  agreeable 
supplement  to  the  fdller  and  more  sober  narrative  by. 
Colonel  Fletcher,  to  whioh  we  referred  a  fortnight  ago.  j 

Its  au^or,  an  officer  of  Fmseiun  dragoons,  run  tbe^ 
biookade  in  the  spring  of  1862,  and  proceed  to  Bioh- 1 
mond,  there  to  offer  hie  services  to  the  Confederate  leaders. : 
He  was  attached  to  the  staff  of  Qeoerui  Stuart,  then  hei 
bed  command  of  the  cavalry  employed  in  del'onoe  of  the ' 
Southern  eepital,  end  he  reached  the  seat  of  operatlous  ^ 
just  in  time  to  be  present  at  the  battle  of  Ikteu  Fihea,  i 
fought  on  the  31st  of  May.  Thirty  thousand  Southeraera, 
after  two  days*  fighting,  overcame  forty-five  tfaoueend 
Nertherners,  the  leeaea  on  both  aide#  being  far  greater  than 
in  moot  European  battlee,  though  not  more  then  Major 
von  Borcke  soon  became  accustomed  to  see.  In  this  first 
trial  of  tbs  war  he  was  impressed  with  the  dogged  pare#- 
verance  and  entire  ooatempt  ef  danger  with  whieh  the 
Ooafederstes,  most  of  tfiem  amateurs,  and  quite  unused  to 
fighting,  oouduoted  themselves.  At  one  time  he  and  his 
chief  had  to  ride  aoross  the  field  in  the  direct  line  ef  the 
fifing.  “  (ieneral  Sluart,  paying  no  attention  to 

the  cannonade,’*  saye  the  Frusaian  officer,  ''remained 
,t  a  completed  his  observaiions  of  this  poctiefi 

Os  the  field,  and  than  deairad  me  to  nda  with  him  toawc 


”  extreme  HgBi.  Wa  Jiai  to  cfoai  an  open  field,  and  as 
**ioon  ai  we  Md  reached  it  the  firing  b^n  khaW. 
*•  Hearer  and  nearer  to  us  fell  the  shells,  explbdiog  with  a 
*'  deafening  report,  and  eotering  ns  with  earth.  We  were 
•'evidently  a  mark  for  the  fire  of  a  whole  battery,  and 
*•  even  General  Stuart,  Who  till  now  hod  tr^quilly  pur- 
*•  sued  his  way,  turned  round  in  surprise,  When  the  ftrag- 
"  menls  of  an  exploded  grenade  fell  hissing  between  us, 
"and  skid,  '  Lieutertant,  they  are  firing  at  ns  here;  let  us 
•"  ride  a  little  fkster.’ ” 

In  all  the  fighting  that  ensued,  Major  ton  Bofoke  saw 
evidence  of  Smart’s  daring  enterprise  ana  suooese  in  rapid 
fiery  charges,  very  different  from  the  quiet  energy  and 
obstinacy  whioh  teemed  to  him  the  chief  oharaoteristios  of 
General  Longstreet,  With  whom,  also,  he  had  much  to  do. 
Major  von  ^roke  aj^ari  to  have  been  quite  as  fiery  and 
adventnrons  aa  was  Smsrt. 

He  tells  how,  in  several  important  battles,  and  in 
numberlesa  smaU  fights,  Virginia  and  Mainland  were  pro¬ 
tected  from  the  attacks  of  the  Federal!  dnnng  the  summer 
and  autumn  of  1862.  The  up  and  down,  dkre*deVil  way 
in  whioh  the  fighting  was  carried  on  is  illustrated  bjr  this 
description  of  a  ball  given  at  TTrbana,  and  its  unusual  inter¬ 
ruption  and  conclusion : 

Loader  and  loader  eonnded  the  irntramente,  qnioker  and  quicker 
moved  the  daneeri,  nbd  the  whole  erowded  rooni,  with  Its  many 
exceedingly  pretty  women  and  its  martial  fgare#  of  oAoers  in  their  | 
beet  uniforms,  praaeoted  n  moat  etriking  epeetaole  of  gaiety  and 
enjoyment.  Buddaniy  enters  an  orderly  Covered  With  duet,  and 
reports  in  a  load  voice  to  General  Btnart  that  the  enemy  bare  aur- 
prieed  and  driven  in  our  pickets  and  are  attacking  our  camp  in  force, 
while  at  the  same  mument  the  sound  of  ehote  in  rapid  eucoession  is 
diauDctly  home  to  us  on  the  midnight  air. 

The  ezeitement  whioh  followed  tfaie  announoement  I  cannot  under¬ 
take  to  deeoribc.  The  music  crashed  into  a  comeordia  diseors.  The 
olScere mshed  to  their  weapon*  and  called  for  ibeir  horses,  panio- 
•triokea  fathers  and  mothers  endeavoured  in  n  ftxntie  way  to  collect 
around  them  their  bewildered  children,  while  the  yonng  ladiM  ran  to 
and  fro  in  meet  admired  despair.  General  Smart  noaintained  bis 
ao#uatum«d  eoolneea  and  compoiore.  Our  horse#  were  immediately 
•addkd.  And  in  las#  than  five  ininnte#  we  were  in  rapid  gallop  to  the 
front.  Upon  arriving  there  we  fonnd,  as  is  usually  the  oase  in  each 
endden  alaiSM,  that  Uiinga  were  by  no  means  ao  deaperat#  at  they 
had  been  repreeeoted. 

Golooel  Baker,  with  the  splendid  1st  North  CstoUoa  regiment,  had 
nrrealsd  the  bold  forward  movement  of  the  Yankees.  Pelham,  with 
bis  guns  in  favourable  position,  was  soon  pouring  a  rapid  fire  upon 
their  aolnmne.  The  other  regiments  of  the  oommand  were  speedily 
in  the  saddle.  The  line  of  battle  bavinc  been  formed,  Stuart  gave 
the  order  for  n  general  attack,  and  with  greitt  rage  and  fury  we 
precipitated  onreelves  upon  the  foe,  who  pai  ',  with  the  loos  of  many 
killed  and  wounded,  and  a  oonaiderable  nnmber  of  prisoners,  for  their 
nnmaonerly  interruption  of  unr  social  amusement.  They  were  pur- 
sued  in  their  headlong  flight  for  several  miles  by  the  1st  North 
Oaroliua,  tuiti4  a  little  past  midnight,  they  got  quite  out  of  reach, 
and  all  was  quiet  again. 

It  wae  about  one  o’clock  in  the  morning  when  we  got  back  to  the 
Academy,  wbere  we  found  a  great  many  of  onr  fair  guests  atill 
ameuibM,  awaiting  with  breathless  anxiety  the  result  of  the  oonfliot. 
As  tbe  murioians  bad  never  dispersed,  General  Stuart  ordered  them 
again  to  strike  up  ;  many  uf  our  pretty  frigitirvs  were  brought  back 
by  young  uAoers  who  eagerly  volunteered  for  that  oommendable 
purpose ;  and  aa  everybody  was  determined  that  tbe  Ytnkeca  should 
not  bosst  of  having  o«*iiipIelely  brukeo  up  our  party,  the  dancing 
was  lesumed  in  leas  then  half  an  hoar,  and  kept  up  till  the  first 
glimmer  of  dawn.  At  this  time  the  ambulances  laden  with  the 
wounded  of  last  night’s  engsgement  were  slowly  Approaching  tbe 
Academy,  aa  tbe  only  buildrng  at  Urbatta  that  waa  at  all  suited  to 
the  purposes  cf  an  hucpltal.  Of  eourte  the  muaic  was  immediately 
stopped  and  the  dancing  cessed,  and  onr  lovely  partners  in  the 
qo^rill#  at  onoe  became  "  ministering  angels  ”  to  the  sufferers. 

Captain  Blackfind  and  I  went  down  with  our  New  York  Rebel  to 
ao  ambttlaocc  ih  which  there  sras  a  poor  follow  fearfully  wonnded  bv 
a  ball  in  the  shonlder.  His  uniforoi  jacket  was  quite  saturated  with 
blood,  and  the  tender  white  bands  of  onr  obarmiog  friend  had  just 
beoome  fluriy  empfoyed  hi  the  compaaaionate  oAoe  of  stanching  tbe 
wound  and  eooling  th#  inflammation  with  applications  of  oold  water, 
when  her  stmogth  broke  down  and  she  Ibinted  Away.  When  after  a 
few  minutes  she  had  rooovered,  Wc  did  onr  best  to  penmade  her  to  go 
home ;  but  with  a  courage  equatling  that  of  tbb  warrior  on  the  flud 
of  battle,  she  replied,  **  I  most  fii^  do  my  duty.”  Thie  she  ^d 
bravely  and  taoderly,  nntil  the  wounded  man,  greatly  relieved  by 
her  ministrstion,  expreesed  hi#  gratitude  with  teats  streaming  from 
hi#  eyes,  and  begged  her  now  to  take  care  of  hereelf.  Blackford  and 
1  accompanied  the  noble  creature  to  the  house  of  Hr  C.,  and  left  her 
with  tbe  highest  adrahratton  for  her  teudernem  and  fortitude.

Hig  narrative  also  abounds  in  chamo- 
teristio  anecdotes  of  the  chief  Confederate  leaders  with  whom 
he  waA  aasooiated.  Oonoeming  Stonewall  Jackson,  he  seja 
much  in  oorreetioa  of  ourrent  statamenta.  "  He  wm  a 
*'  ainoaraly  piou#  men,”  he  says,  "  but  without  any  taint 
*'  of  Puritanism,  and  enjoyed  the  pleasures  of  life  and  n 
"  harmless  Joke  as  much  as  anybody.”  "  The  immediate 
"  cause  of  Jaokaon’s  death,*'  it  ia  added,  "  is  not  generally 
"  known.  Dr  MK^nire,  Who  attanded  tbe  General,  told 
"  me  thad,  against  hia  urgent  dissuarion,  he  bad  insisted 
**  on  treating  hia  oold  by  the  application  of  wet  blankata, 
"  which  BO  aggravated  ita  severity  that,  weakened  aa  wu 
•'  hia  system  by  loss  of  blood  aed  the  shoek  of  ampetelion, 
"  this  imprudenoa  became  fatal.”  Qeoerai  JeekaoU  died 
on  the  9th  of  May,  1863 ;  General  Stuart  on  the  llth  of 
May,  1864.  Mi^or  von  Borcke  had  bean  dangerously 
wounded  some  w^e  before,  and  soon  after  the  death  of 
hia  friend  ha  retamad  to  Europe,  with  broken  health,  yet 
atrong  enough  to  join  in  the  recent  Prussian  figfatihg  with 
Austris,  and  to  be  present  at  the  battle  of  Roiiigsgrata.

■carius  the  Younger,  of  AIrzandrta  (a.d.  373),  thus  ipeaka :  ‘‘  On 
the  third  day,  the  oblation  having  been  modo  te  tbe  ebureb,  the 
'alleviation  of  its  pain,  which  it  underwent  through  eeparatioo  from 

the  body,  tbe  departed  soul . receives  good  hope.  For  two 

deye  it  wee  permitted  to  the  soul  to  wander  about  on  tbe  earth 
at  iu  will.  Wberefoie  the  soul,  entbrallad  with  love  to  ita  body, 
eometimes  haunts  tbe  mansion  wherein  it  had  dwelt,  aometimes 
the  aeputobre  in  which  iu  body  ia  laid,  and  tbua  for  two  days  it 
eavk*,  ae  ft  werr,  ita  part,  in  seeking  ita  corpse."

About  one  ddodc  on  Wadnaaday,  at  Hoyle  Mm,  ahamlat 
about  a  mile  and  a  half  diatant  fifom  Bamalay,  an  axplodon 
occurred  in  the  Oaka  odliary,  where  a  danaa  body  of  am^a 
aaan  i— ning  firom  one  of  tha  ahafta.  Under  tha  direction 
Mr  T.  Dymond,  tha  managiag  partner,  praporatkma  ware 
to  daaorad  tha  aacond  abaft,  tha  one  which  fdt  tha 
foraa  of  tha  axploaion  haring  had  tha  wire  rope  daatroyed, 
and  continuing  to  emit  a  great  deal  of  amoka.  Tha  party 
which  firat  daaoandad  brought  out  acraral  peraona,  all  of  whom 
wnra  Tary  badly  burnt ;  but  aa  the  coUiary  ia  one  of  tha 
dargaat  in  tha  diatriet,  employing  about  400  man  and  boya, 


•ml  the  worka  extend  to  a  diatanoa  of  nearly  two  milaa  firom 
tha  abaft  bottom,  thoaeat  a  diatanoa  cannot  be  got  at  until  tha 
worka  are  opened  out.  Up  to  aboutfira  o'dodcon  Wadnaaday 
upwarda  of  thirty  bodiaa,  man  and  lada,  were  got  out,  aareral 
being  dead,  whilat  moat  of  tha  othera  were  ao  aererely  burnt 
aa  to  leare  but  alight  hopaa  of  their  raeorary.  Thia  ia  the 
worat  accident  that  haa  yet  ooourrad  in  the  diatriet,  where 
eoUiexy  axploaiona  bare  bean  by  no  maana  rare.  In  1857,  at 
Lundbill,  189  liraa  ware  loat,  and  in  Deoamber,  1862,  at 
Bdmond*a  Main,  fifty>nina  peraona  ware  killed.  In  thia 
Oaka  colliery,  which  ia  the  property  of  Mr  B.  Mickle- 
thwaite,  of  Ardalay,  and  leaaed  to  Meaara  Firth,  Barber,  and 
Go.,  an  axploaion,  in  March,  1847,  reanltad  in  the  death  of 
aaranty-tbrea  peraona.  It  ia  abont  870  yarda  deep,  and  haa 
bean  worked  for  a  great  number  of  yeara.  The  dpinion  of 
tha  mining  angineera  waa  that  there  ia  not  a  man  left  alira  in 
tha  colliery,  ao  that  the  loaa  of  life  in  all  probability  exeaeda 
300.  Tha  axploaion  haa  not  extended  ao  far  aa  to  aat  fire  to 
tha  coal,  ao  that,  unlike  tha  axploaion  at  Lundbill,  tha 
workinga  could  be  aaaily  cleared  and  tha  bodiaa  quickly 
racorarod. 

Tha  work  of  rccorering  tha  bodiaa  want  on  during  Wad¬ 
naaday  night  under  tha  auparintandanea  of  tha  chief  of  tha 
South  Yorkahire  Colliery  atewarda  and  managera.  Seyenty- 
•iz  had  bean  recorerad,  including  aixtaan  at  twenty  who  ware 
■tm  alira,  whan,  at  tan  minutaa  to  nine  on  Thuraday  mmming, 
a  report  like  that  oi  a  cannon  and  a  ahaking  of  tha  woi%a 
and  adjacent  dwellinga,  while  eolnmna  of  denae  amoka  and 
ahowara  of  ddbria  ahot  up  tha  ahafta,  indicated  a  aeeond  ex- 
ploaion,  which  killed  all  ^e  Tolunteera  who  were  then  aearch- 
ing  for  tha  dead.  At  tan  o’clock  the  pit  fired  a  third  time 
and  rareraed  tha  rentilation.  Hie  number  of  aearchera  killed 
by  theca  axploaiona  waa  twenty-eight.  It  waa  now  conaiderad 
that  tha  pit  waa  certainly  on  fire  and  would  hare  to  be  flooded. 
All  further  operationa  ware  auapended,  and  there  waa,  of 
eouraa,  not  a  hope  that  one  Hfa  could  be  aared. 

On  the  aama  afternoon  another  daaolatingcdlliaryaxidoakm 
ocenrad  at  tha  colliery  of  tha  North  Staffordahira  Coal  Com¬ 
pany,  Talk-of-tha-HilL  Thera  ware  800  men  in  tha  mine. 
Fifty  aacapad  unhurt,  but  up  to  8*30  p.m.  thirteen  had  been 
brought  up  alira  and  thirty-aix  dead.  All  the  reatara  beUarad 
to  be  dead.

At  eight  o’clock  on  Tnaaday  morning  tha  French  flag  upon 
tha  Caatla  of  St  Angelo  waa  hauled  down,  and  the  Pontifical 
flag  hpiatad  in  ita  stead.  Tha  French  troops  ayaouatad  tha 
caatla.  Tha  laat  dataohmant  of  French  troopc  left  Borne  the 
tame  morning. 

A  regiment  of  Pontifical  Zonayea  arriyed  on  Monday. 

The  NaxxofM  of  Monday  pnbliahea  the  following  apeach 
addreaaad  by  tbo  Pope  to  the  officera  of  the  86th  Begiment 
of  French  troopa  at  Borne :  Before  jonr  departure  I  wish 
to  bid  you  farewell.  Your  flag  left  Franca  to  restore  tha 
Holy  Sea.  On  ita  departure  it  waa  accompanied  by  the 
unanimous  good  wiahea  of  tha  nation.  Tha  flag  returns  now 
to  Franoa,  but  I  baliaya  that  many  oonaeiancaa  will  not  be 
■atiafied.  I  wish  it  to  be  receiyed  in  tha  aama  manner  as 
when  it  left  Franoa,  but  I  doubt  whether  this  will  be  tha 
ease.  There  must  be  no  illuaiona,  tha  rayolntion  will  ooma  to 
tha  gataa  of  Borne.  It  haa  bean  aaid  that  Italy  ia  oompleta. 
No,  aha  ia  not  complete ;  and  if  aha  exiata  aa  aha  ia,  it  ia 


thinga,  aa  further  delay 
an  agraamant  betwaan  Austria  and  Hungary  impoaaibla.  It 
also  promises  to  consider  the  question  of  common  afiiairs  as 
soon  aa  tha  committee  of  *67  shall  haya  brought  forward  their 
report,  and  tha  Diet  shall  hare  bean  empowered  to  adopt 
raaolntiona  haying  the  force  of  law.  The  draft  concludes 
by  praying  that  an  amnesty  be  accorded  to  all  parsons  under 
sentence  for  political  offences. 

The  extreme  Left  of  the  Hungarian  Lower  House  haye 
reaolyed  to  submit  to  the  Diet  a  separate  draft  of  an  Address. 

The  sittings  of  the  committee  on  common  affairs  conunenoe 
on  Monday  next 

The  followipg  ia  a  more  oompleta  summary  of  the  draft 
of  tha  Addraaa  which  will  be  diacusaed  to-day  (Saturday)  in 
tha  Lower  Houaa  of  tha  Hungarian  Diet 

The  Addraaa  atataa  that  the  last  Boyal  reacript  has  not 
bean  able  to  allay  tha  apprehensiona  entertained  by  Hungary, 
notwithstanding  tha  promises  and  the  acknowledgments  of 
tha  national  righta  it  contains,  since  the  request  of  the  Diet 
for  an  immediate  ra-eatabliahment  of  the  Constitution  baa 
not  bean  complied  with. 

Tha  Addreas  reqnaats  the  Emperor  not  to  render  a  satis¬ 
factory  reconciliation  impoaaibla  by  poetponing  the  re-aatab- 
lishment  of  the  legal  basis  of  public  affairs,  and  continues  as 
follows  :  **  There  are  situations  in  the  life  of  nations  which  can 
neyer  be  maintained  without  danger.  Such  ia  the  case  when 
the  internal  affairs  of  a  nation  haye  been  unsettled  for  a  long 
period.  Always  dangerous,  such  a  position  of  things  ia  in  the 
present  day  particularly  perilous  when  we  are  threatened  by 
great  European  queations  calculated  to  produce  serious  com¬ 
plications.  Our  own  affairs  and  those  of  the  empire  generally 
are  not  ao  completely  set  in  order  that  we  could  calmly  meat 
all  tha  amerganaiea  that  might  ariia.  Foreign  complications 
might  reach  ui  by  some  unforeseen  incident.” 

The  Address  requests  his  Majesty  to  grant  means  and 
opporinnitiet  to  tha  Diet  for  effecting  a  aaiiifactory  compro- 
miae.  It  oontinuea  :  ”  Aboye  all,  it  ia  necessary  to  that  end 
that  the  Constitution  of  Hungary  should  be  completely  re¬ 
established.  We  ask  thia  in  the  interest  of  our  own  country, 
of  your  Majesty,  of  the  dynasty,  and  of  the  whole  empire. 
Onr  demands  are  justified  by  tha  fundamental  laws  which 
form  tha  basis  of  the  mutual  legal  relations  between  us  and 
the  Imperial  dynasty.  That  portion  of  the  Boyal  rescript 
which  refers  to  the  common  affairs  of  Austria  and  Hungary 
and  to  the  draught  of  the  Committee  of  Fifteen  can  only  be 
diacusaed  when  the  Diet  is  in  a  position  to  consider  the  whole 
constitutional  scheme,  and  to  pass  resolutions  in  reference  to 
it  The  Address  again  requests  that  those  persons  upon 
whom  sentenoes  haye  been  passed,  or  who  are  exiled  for  p(^ti- 
oal  offenoea,  shall  be  pardoned  by  amnesty.  The  fulfilment 
of  theee  requests  ean  alone  aatisfy  the  Hungarian  nation,  and 
giye  hope  for  the  arrangement  of  a  suooesafol  oompromite.’* 

In  ooDclasion,  the  Addreas  requesta  his  Majesty  not  to

In  Wedneaday’a  aitting  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputiea,  before 
the  Budget  relating  to  the  Goremment  minea  waa  agreed  to, 
the  Miniater  of  Commerce  declared  in  the  moat  poaidre 
manner  that  the  Government  had  no  intention  of  aelling  the 
coal  minea  of  Saarbriieken  to  a  private  company. 

The  New  Pruetian  (^Croee)  Gazette  of  Wedneaday  evening 
aaya :  We  learn  that  the  draft  of  the  Conadtudon  for  the 
Nmrth  German  Confederadon  haa  been  proriaionally  drawn 
up  at  the  Miniatry  for  Foreign  Afiaira,  and  haa  been  aub- 
mittod  to  the  difierent  Miniatera,  but  ita  definitive  aetUement 
will  take  place  at  a  Council  of  Miniatera.”

Spain. 

!nie  Queen  of  Spain,  accompanied  by  the  King  Conaort, 
the  Prince  of  Aatnriaa,  and  the  Princesa  Isabella,  left  last 
Sunday  morning  for  Lisbon,  on  a  visit  to  the  King  and 
Queen  of  Portugal. 

The  Politiea  of  Thursday  publiahea  an  article  advising  the 
mutual  abriidon  of  all  import  dues  between  Spain  and  her 
colonies  as  the  best  means  of  developing  the  Spanish  mercan¬ 
tile  service. 

Switzerland. 

The  members  of  the  Federal  Council  were  elected  last 
Saturday.  MM.  Dobs,  Schenk,  Foraerod,  Knauaaell,  Naefi; 
and  Challet-Vencl  were  re-elected.  Only  one  new  member 
was  elected,  via.,  M.  Weld,  of  Aargau,  who  replaces  M. 
Frqr  Heroari,  resigned.  Ilie  President  for  1867  will  be 
M.  Fomerodi  *ud  the  Vice-President  M.  Dubs. 

Buseia, 

An  Imperial  ukase,  issued  laat  Saturday,  states  that  the 
xvladons  of  Boaaia  with  Borne  having  been  broken  off,  and 
tie  Convention  of  1847  with  the  Holy  See  and  all  other 
awangementa  in  reference  to  the  Boman  Catholic  Church 
haring  consequently  lost  their  value,  the  affairs  reladng  to 
th«  Catholics  in  Bussia  are  again  to  be  placed  under  the 
diocdon  of  the  anthorides  who,  in  accordance  with  the 
exiting  laws,  are  entrusted  with  the  control  of  public  worship 
in  luasia  and  Poland. 

Turkey.

The  United  States  have  resolved  to  appoint  oonaula-general 
in  the  Bonmanian  Principalities  and  Sei^U. 

It  is  asserted  that  Mustapha  Pacha  is  to  be  recalled  from 
Candia. 

Official  intelligence  received  at  Constantinople  from  Candia 
eonfirma  the  news  that  the  convent  of  Areadion,  after  being 
stormed  by  the  Turkish  troops,  had  been  blown  up  by  the 
monks.  The  insurgents  are  stated  to  have  lost  a  few  hundred 
men,  the  Turidah  loss  being  fifty-eight  killed  and  160 
wounded. 

The  address  of  the  Bgypdan  delegatee  in  reply  to  the 
speech  of  the  Viceroy  at  the  opening  of  the  Chamber,  praises 
hia  Highness’s  administradon,  and  expresses  aatisfacdon  that 
the  Sultan,  under  the  guidance  of  Divine  inspiration,  had 
granted  to  the  present  dynasty  the  right  of  direct  hereditary 
succession  to  the  Viceregal  throne — «  measure  which  the 
delegates  consider  to  be  the  sureat  safeguard  of  the  country’s 
tranquillity,  and  the  best  guarantee  for  ita  future  welfare. 
The  delegates  also  thank  the  Viceroy  for  havihg  established 
a  National  Assembly,  and  express  their  conviction  that  its 
deliberadona,  being  inspired  by  earnest  devotedness  and  en¬ 
lightened  patriodsm,  will  conduce  to  public  concord  and  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  land.  The  address  concludes  by  invok¬ 
ing  the  blessing  of  the  Almighty  upon  the  Viceroy  and  his 
son. 

The  Porte  haa  obtained  proofr  of  schemes  concocted  in 
Bulgaria  for  separating  that  province  from  the  Turkish  Em¬ 
pire.  The  party  entertaining  these  plans  hAve  put  forward 
M.  Abramovich,  of  Galatx,  and  M.  Dimitraki,  of  Tnlcha,  as 
candidates  for  the  throne  of  a  future  electoral  principality  of 
Bulgaria. 

The  Preue  of  Wedneaday  evening  asserts  that  a  rupture 
of  the  diplomadc  reladons  between  Greece  and  the  Porte  is 
inevitable.  The  same  paper  states  that  great  agitation  pre¬ 
vails  in  the  Ionian  Islands,  and  that  public  order  haa  been 
disturbed  in  Gephalonia. 

An  arrangement  has  been  come  to  between  the  Viceroy  of 
Egypt  and  hia  brother,  Prince  Mustapha  Fasyl,  by  which  the 
latter  renounces  his  claims  in  consideration  of  a  yearly 
appanage  of  20,000f.  For  his  domains  in  Egypt  the  Prince, 
it  is  stated,  is  to  receive  the  sum  of  8,060,0001. 

The  Turkish  Gfovemment  has  resolved  to  entrust  the 
working  of  the  State  mines  and  forests  to  the  hands  of 
private  contractors. 

France. 

The  Mbniieur  of  Wednesday  morning  publiahea  the  plan 
for  the  reorganisation  of  the  French  army,  the  principal  fea¬ 
tures  of  which  do  not  differ  from  the  details  on  the  subject 
already  given  by  the  Paris  journals. 

When  the  ”  reorganizatbn  of  the  army  ”  was  first  talked 
of  as  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  military  successes  of 
Prussia,  the  public  was  led  to  believe  that  it  would  consist  in 
the  introduction  of  the  Chassepot  rifle  and  some  improv^ent 
in  the  method  of  recruiting,  which  would  not  materially 
aggravate  the  burden  of  the  army  to  the  country.  The  semi¬ 
official  prints  have  gradually  prepared  the  public  mind  to  put 
a  different  interpretation  on  the  word  “re-organisation,” and 
now  the  truth  is  out.  The  Emperor  declares  it  to  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  “maintain”  the  position  of  France  in  the  world,  and 
to  protect  her  against  invasion  to  have  a  standing  army  of 
!  1,1^2,216  men — not  for  an  emergency,  bnt  for  a  permanency. 
Starting  from  the  calculation  that  the  entire  French  nation 
produces  annually  326,000  young  men  of  twenty,  the 
Emperor  propoaea  every  year  to  draw  160,000  “  of  the  best 
of  them  ”  (Im  kommee  lee  plus  valides)  for  military  service. 

I  All  these  men,  whether  classed  in  the  regular  army  or  the 
!  reserve,  will  be  prevented  from  marrying  and  will  be  unable 
to  addict  themselves  permanently  to  any  civil  career.  It  is 
pretty  well  demonstrated  by  statistics  that  160,000  is  the 
utmost  number  of  healthy  well-constructed  men  that  France 
show  annually.  Every  **  valid  ”  man,  therefore,  will  be 
taken,  whereas  in  former  times  an  army  of  250,000  men, 
instead  of  one  million  and  a  quarter,  was  found  abundantly 
sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

The  French  Admiral  has  sailed  to  the  Corea,  bnt  haa 
decided  to  defer  active  operations  until  the  winter  is  over. 

The  French  expedition  in  the  Corea  has  penetrated  to 
Kang-chan  without  meetmg  any  resistance. 
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Belgium. 

A  Bityri  decree  has  been  issued,  appointing  General  Baron 
Golthals  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  King  and  Belgian  Minister  of 
War. 

Mexico. 

The  Patrie  of  Tuesday  evening  states  that  as  soon  as  the 
Emperor  Maximilian  received  notice  of  the  Empress’s  illness 
he  at  once  formed  the  resolution  of  proceeding  to  Miramar. 
He  subsequently,  however,  altered  his  intention  in  conse¬ 
quent  of  the  repreaentatkms  of  the  leaders  of  the  Conser¬ 
vative  party,  and  determined  to  return  to  the  city  of  Mexico 
and  there  formally  abdicate.  On  the  13th  of  November  the 
Emperor  had  not  yet  arrived  in  the  Mexican  capital,  but  it  is 
not  known  whether  any  further  change  has  taken  place  in 
his  Majesty's  resriutums. 

The  France  announces  that  letters  have  been  received  in 
Paris  from  the  Emperor  Maximilian,  dated  Orixaba,  Novem¬ 


ber  17th,  but  adds  that  they  refer  principally  to  certain 
arrangements  which  his  Majesty  desires  should  be  made  in 
the  residence  of  the  Empress  Charlotte  at  Miramar,  and  to 
the  steps  to  be  taken  for  that  purpose. 

The  P<Urie  fit  Wednesday  evening  states  that  Forfirio 
Dias,  who  is  in  command  of  the  Juarists  at  Ojaca,  has  issued 
a  proclamation  ordering  that  the  lives  and  property  of  the 
French  residents  be  respected,  and  threatening  with  severe 
punishment  any  person  who  may  infringe  his  orders  on  this 
subject. 

Advices  received  from  Mexico  to  the  26th  ult  state  that 
the  Emperor  Maximilian's  baggage  had  arrived  at  Vera  Cruz. 
Maximilian  remained  at  Orizaba,  bnt  exercised  no  olBcial 
functions.  The  Imperial  garrison  at  Zulapa  had  surrendered 
to  the  Liberals.  Letters  received  at  Washington  assert  that 
Basaine  anticipated  no  trouble  from  Sherman’s  visit 

Washington  despatches  state  that  the  Federal  Government 
are  perfectly  satisfied  of  Napoleon’s  intention  to  remove  his 
troops  from  Mexico.  M  de  Montholon  has  furnished  the 
United  States’  Cabinet  with  the  names  of  twenty  transports 
about  to  sail  from  France  to  bring  home  the  French  troops 
by  the  end  of  December. 

General  Sherman  was  to  leave  Havannah  on  the  25th  ult. 
for  Mexico. 

The  Moniteur  of  Thursday  morning  publishes  the  follow¬ 
ing  telegram  from  Mexico  dated  the  3rd  inst,  and  signed  by 
Marshal  Bazainc  and  General  Castelnau:  The  Emperor 
Maximilian  is  still  in  Mexico,  and  has  not  yet  come  to  any 
decision  with  respect  to  his  future  movements.  The  evacua¬ 
tion  of  Mexico  requiring  to  be  completed  by  the  month  of 
March,  it  is  urgent  that  the  transports  should  arrive  without 
delay.  The  mission  of  Minister  Campbell  and  General  Sher¬ 
man  arrived  at  Vera  Omz  on  the  29th  of  November,  and  left 
that  town  on  the  3rd  of  December.  The  members  of  the 
mission  appear  to  be  animated  by  sentiments  of  the  most 
oonciliatory  character. 

United  Statee. 

The  yachts  Henriettat  Fleetwinffp  and  Veeta  left  New 
York  at  one  pjn.  on  Tuesday  for  Cowes.  The  first  yacht 
arriving  is  to  take  the  whole  stakes,  amounting  to  90,000 
dole.  The  tonnage  of  the  yachts  is  as  follows  :  ffenrietia, 
203  ;  Fleetwing,  204  ;  and  Veeta,  201  tons. 

The  public  debt  of  the  United  States  on  the  1st  inst. 
amounted  to  2,685,000,000  dollars. 

The  financial  report  of  Secretary  M’Cnlloch  will  show  the 
defioienoy  in  the  Treasury  for  the  year  ending  December, 
1865,  was  619,000,000  dollars.  Six  months  after  that  time 
there  was  an  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditure  of  38,000,000 
dollars,  and  the  public  debt  has  been  reduced  200,000,000 
dollars  during  the  last  twelve  months. 

China. 

The  American  schooner  General  Sherman  has  been  seized 
by  pirates  in  the  river  leading  to  the  capital.  They  set  fire 
to  the  vessel,  after  tying  to  the  masts  the  crew  and  two  Eng¬ 
lish  passengers,  who  all  perished. 

Large  bodies  of  Nienfei  have  made  their  appearance  on 
the  borders  of  Shantung  and  Honan. 

An  interview  has  taken  place  between  Admiral  King  and 
the  Tastai  at  Shanghae  with  reference  to  the  suppression  of 
piracy. 

Japan. 

The  death  of  the  Tycoon  has  been  offirially  announced  by 
proclamation. 

Stotesbashi,  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  Shogoon,  is  vigor¬ 
ously  prosecuting  the  war,  and  Chosin  haa  twice  been  de¬ 
feated. 

A  Japanese  embassy  will  proceed  to  Bussia  by  the  next 
mail  to  settle  the  Saghsiten  difficulty  and  to  arrange  the  boun¬ 
daries  question. 

The  civil  war  is  sutyended. 

*  Auetralia. 

Great  floods,  with  heavy  rains,  prevailed  at  Melbourne 
during  October.  _ 

The  Assembly  of  New  South  Wales  has  rejected  the  bill 
for  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution.  The  wool  clip  is 
satisfactory. 

India. 

The  Calcutta  papers  still  devote  much  attention  to  the 
fanune.  The  Hwrkaru  of  the  9th  says : 

Lsttm  from  CntUck  aod  other  parte  of  Orieaa  gif#  melancholy 
aeooonU  of  the  state  of  things  there  {  the  distress  u  still  said  to  Im 
dreadful,  and  fears  are  entertained  that  matters  will  oontinoe  in  this 
unhappy  condition  nnUl  the  end  of  1867.  In  some  pla^  the  crops 
hare  not  been  iijared  by  the  beaYy  rains  aod  inondatioos,  but  in 
others  they  have  been  submerged,  aod  oan  scarcely  hope  to  reooTsr. 
The  number  of  paopers  who  are  too  poor  to  buy  aod  too  weak  to  work 
remrins  very  high,  aod  we  must,  tbereibre,  make  up  our  minds  to 
feed  Orissa  for  twelve  months  more.  There  hM  been  a  severe  gale  at 
Balasore,  which  has  brought  a  great  d^  of  iiyury  and  less.  Besides 
three  salt  sloops  which  have  been  simk  in  five  fetboms  of  water,  in  the 
Balamgeery  River,  hundreds  of  acres  of  land  with  the  rice  crops  on 
them  have  been  submerged.  At  such  a  time  as  this  such  a  blow  is 
inde^  severe.  That  wliich  would  have  gone  to  feed  buodreds  of  the 
poor  bas  hopelessly  perished.  Great  sickness  is  also  prevalent  in  the 
station,  and  several  iamiUes  have  been  struck  down  by  fever  and  other 
disorders;  the  immediate  cause  of  all  this  being  the  pestilential 
empyreoma  whi^  the  breeia  carries  towards  the  town,  from  the  putre¬ 
fying  bodies  of  thoae  onfortooates  who  have  died  in  the  oouutry  round 
about.  The  nnmber  of  these  is  not  small,  and  as  it  is  not  possible, 
beoanse  of  the  abeanoe  of  menus,  to  remove  them,  the  effluvia  niu!»t 
continue  to  sweep  over  Bilaytore,  till  the  dead  moulder  into  dost,  or

value  of  these  ves^  in  tha  thraa  epochs  was  2,079,8004,  2,476,8804, 
and  1,427,6664  The  decline  in  the  present  year  is  probehly  accidental ; 
bat  the  French  appear  to  be  beginning  to  {wefer  iron  ships  to  wooden 
ones,  not  only  as  steamers,  bnt  for  auliog.  In  ooonaotion  with  the 
importation  ^  ships  into  IVance,  it  mar  be  well  to  remind  onr  reader* 
that  Art.  8  of  the  new  law  on  the  Merraant  Navy  says :  **  Six  rnooths 
after  the  promalgadoa  of  tha  present  law,  sea-gt^g  vaiaris,  sailing  or 
steam,  rigged  and  fitted  oat,  shall  be  admitted  to  natioDsliaatioa  on 
paymeot  of  a  daty  of  24  the  ton  measarement.  The  same  duty  eball 
be  applicable  to  the  balls  of  Tweeb  in  wood  at  iron.”  Now  the  law 
received  the  Imperial  sanction  on  the  19th  May,  bat  was  only 
inserted  in  tha  BuUettm  dts  Loi$  of  the  12th  (d*  June.  Taking  tha 
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se 
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last  Saturday,  wbeo  it  waa  ananimously  r^vad  to  wiiMl  up  the 
company  vobintarilv,  and  that  Mr  Nichols,  of  the  firm  of  Chatteris 
aad  Niahots,  abooid  he  the  liquidator.  The  patitioner  nadartook  to 
apj^  to  the  Court  for  leave  to  withdraw  tha  petition.

And  yet  with  all  tbb  advantage, 
with  the  additional  advantage,  too,  as  we  are  told,  of  poaeeaeiug  the 
best  and  most  advanced  skilM  workmen  in  the  world,  Belgium  and 
France  have  thrust  us  out  of  foreign  markets  to  an  extent  which  the 
public  will  hardly  credit,  and  of  which  the  trade  itself  b  soaroely 
aware.  They  have  almost  monopolized  in  Russia  the  trade  in  all 
mattars  of  manufaetored  iron  for  liulway  purposes.  They  make  tba 
raUs  ;  they  enpply  the  ieeomotive  engines,  the  roofe  for  eutions  and 
the  pillars  that  sapport  them,  and  they  boild  the  carriages.  Knaeia 
is  now  in  the  tint  aiaga  of  railway  davelopmeut.  For  a  long  time  to

MEETING  AT  FINSBUET. 


Th«  hon.  member*  for  Fiuebnry  met  their  oonetitaenU  on  Tbnredej 
•Ttning  at  the  London  Mechanic*’  Inetitutioo,  Southampton  bnildinge. 
The  attendance  we*  only  ecan^y.  .  .  «  • 

Mr  Tobrbks,  M.  P.,  first  spoke,  and  renewed  the  politioal  affeirs 
of  the  Continent,  noticioK  the  armament  of  European  nations,  and  then 
went  on  to  say  that  the  English  had  800  million*  of  reasons  why  we 
ahould  not  rote  a  shilling  for  further  armament* ;  and  lie  trusted  that 
the  present  Administration  would  not  commit  tha^  fault.  We  were 
told  that  more  money  and  more  men  were  required  to  defend  our 
shores.  Last  sesMon  no  less  than  twenty-fire  millions  of  money  was 
witedfor  the  ordnance,  nary,  and  regular  troop*,  and  if  twentyfire 
Billions  of  money  was  not  enough,  we  could  not  afford  to  bare  the 
luxury.  He  beliered  there  was  no  ground  whaterer  for  fear— that  no 
Power  was  being  dereloped  in  Eorope  to  make  ns  afraid.  A  prudent 
Goremment  bad  far  better  treat  iu  soldiers  properly  than  anticipau 
what  was  nerer  likely  to  happen.  It  had  far  better  change  iU  mode 
of  recmiting,  and  desist  from  catching  the  mnaway  or  scapegrace 
when  in  a  state  of  helpless  intoxication.  What  be  would  say  was, 
gire  op  the  lash  and  d^radiogpnnisbmsnta^break  down  promotion  by 
purchase — appeal  to  the  soul  of  the  man— tell  him  If  be  bad  merit  to 
command  troop*  he  should  command  them.  He  beliered  it  was  true 
what  the  Horse  Guards  and  War  Office  asserted,  that  what  with  reliefs 
for  Canada  and  India  it  was  no  longer  easy  to  keep  up  an  efficient 
serrice  at  bom*,  and  that  be  eonceired  to  be  a  rery  powerful  reason 
why  we  should  abandon  the  attempt  of  holding  150  millions  of  people 
in  India  under  British  ml*  by  British  you^  and  rigour.  As  for 
Canada,  we  should  maintain  towards  her  a  position  of  strict 
neutrality,  wUch  would  enable  ns  to  withdraw  those  small 
garrisons  that  were  not  by  far  enot^h  for  her  defence,  and 
just  enongh  to  proroke  the  bad  feeling  of  America  (bear, 
hear).  A  further  drain  upon  our  army  at  home  at  the  present 


I  moment  arese  fipom  the  droumstanoes  of  IrelanA  W*  were  endearour- 
iag  to  hdd  down  by  mar*  fere*  a  people  with  whom  we  bad  been 
aasodated  for  600  years.  The  plain  duty  of  the  Exeentire  wa*  to 
maintain  order,  and  the  greatest  kindness  they  could  do  to  an  excitable 
population  like  the  Iriafa  was  to  keep  them  back  from  the  brink  orer 
which  they  must  otherwise  inevitably  sturobl*.  But  while  their  duty 
was  such,  he  did  not  on  that  aooonnt  the  1***  look  forward  to  tli*  time 
when  an  explanation  must  be  given.  If  Ireland  was  a  part  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  why  not  govern  her  in  a  way  to  content  her  ? 
(Hear,  b*ar>  If  she  was  not  a  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  wipe 
out  the  hypocrisy,  out  off  the  nnioa,  and  teli  Eorope,  if  w*  dared,  w* 
did  not  know  how  to  govern  a  country  that  lay  mthin  four  hours’  sail 
of  our  shores,  speaking  our  own  language,  subject  to  our  own  laws, 
and  represented  in  the  House  of  Commoes  by  106  members  (cheers). 
Don’t  tell  him  that  a  population  numbering  million*  in  the  ranks  of 
disaffection  were  disaffeeted  without  a  cause.  Did  ever  the  world  see 
a  people  hesitating  froaa  fatbmr  to  son  for  generations  between  the 
pains  of  exile  and  the  perils  of  aedition  without  a  oaose?  Tb*  first 
act  of  the  last  seMion  wa*  to  grant  the  snspenaion  of  the  Habeas 
Corpus  Act,  the  last,  to  renew  it ;  and  that  wae  the  only  sot  passed  i 
during  the  session  for  Ireland  (laugbtar).  Ha  then  remarked  upon  { 
the  Extradition  bill  of  laec  seeaioo,  which,  be  said,  would  have  taken  | 
away,  bad  it  passed  as  at  first  introdneed,  on*  of  onr  best  safeguards 
against  the  malpractioea  of  foreign  nations.  Aooordiug  as  inaturs  at 
present  stood,  it  iraa  absolutely  necessary  for  Government  to 
move  next  session,  and,  so  far  as  ha  himeelf  wa*  cotioemed, 
be  had  already  given  notice  of  hie  intention  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  House  to  the  anomalous  state  of  things  which  existed  I 
(bear,  bear).  Referring  next  to  the  bill  which  he  introduced  last  i 
■eseioo  in  reference  to  the  dwcilmgs  of  the  poor,  he  denounced  j 
the  system  which  authorised  the  loen  of  the  people’s  money  | 
dsposited  iu  the  savings  banks,  for  tbs  construction  of  railways  and 
the  drainage  of  large  esUtes,  and  yet  denied  it  to  such  an  object  as 


providing  those  very  people  with  healthy  and  oomforUble  dwellings, 
la  coDclneion,  he  inad*  some  observatioue  on  Parliamentary  Reform, 
•eying  he  had  always  voted  for  household  suffrage,  and  that  bis  notion 
of  household  suffrage  was  the  dwelliug  which  a  mau  separately  occu¬ 
pied  by  himself  or  bis  family.  Mr  Gladstoua’s  statistioe  ha  described 
*•  ludicrously  iuaoourate,  aud  ha  attampsed  to  show  this  by  quoting 
tha  tables  beariug  upon  the  borough  of  Finsbury.  In  the  next  seeeion, 
if  a  Reform  bill  was  introduoad  avan  by  the  praseut  Govamment,  ha 
should  support  it  if  it  earn*  up  to  bis  idea  of  what  was  required. 


Ukiyxrbitt  Collbob,  Loitpoh.— At  a  session  of  oonooil  on
